CurroU’s office, uiul were sent to the police 
station. Upon examination they found 
Connelly’s wound to he three inches deep 
ami that it penetrated the left lung. The 
physieiuus decided he would receive better 
cure at the Massachusetts General Hospital 
than in the Newton Hospital, and request- 
ed the use of the Newton umhuluiice. Tills 
w us refused, as was the use of the patrol 
wagon, .\ hack was sent for und the man 
was taken to Boston. Connelly und his 
companions, Andrew Mouihun and Thomas 
King, claim that the assault was entirely 
unprovoked.

THE CITY GOVERNMENT. 

SPECIAL MEETING TUESDAY EVENING- 
OFFICIAL COUNT RECEIVED— SEVERAL 
ROUTINE MATTERS CONSIDERED. 


A special meeting of the board of aider- 
men was held Tuesday evening to receive 
the official count from the different pre- 
cincts. Mayor Cobb presided, and six 
members were present. During the even- 
ing the returns from ail parts of the coun- 
try were received over a special wire pro- 
vided by Mayor Cobb. Every republican 
victory that was announced was greeted 
with applause. 

The returns from the local wards were 
unusually slow, and it was nearly midnight ' 
before all were in. The reading of tiie 
count was delayed considerably by several 
mistakes in nearly every report. 

At 8.95 o’clock the board was called to j 
order for the consideration of routine busi- , 
ness. A hearing was opened on the peti- 1 
tion for the luying out, grading and accept- 
ance of Cheesecuke boulevard from Water- , 
town to Eddy street. As no one appeared 
on either side the hearing was closed. 

A hearing was opened and closed on the 
petition for the laying out, grading and ac- 
ceptance of Pemberton street from Com- ! 
monwealth avenue to Woodland road. 

On motion of Alderman Green the read- 
ing of the journals was dispensed with. 

The mayor appointed Sylvester Z. Burke 
u regular patrolman, he having completed 
the probationary term of <; months. 

The Newton Y. M. C. A. petitioned that 
a concrete sidewalk he constructed on a 
portion of the north side of Washington 
street, in front of the “Xouantuiu.” Also 
that a crossing he constructed across Wash- 
ington street through Xonautum square. 
Referred to tin; highway committee. 

T. 1. Crowell and others asked that con- 
crete sidewalks he placed in front of their 
estates on Grunt avenue. The petition was 
accompanied by a request signed by A. 1). 
Chitlin, uud N. H. George, who urged that 
the petition of Mr. Crowell be granted. It 
was referred to the highway committee. 

Lewis I. Jones and others asked that a 
police signal station he placed at the junc- 
tion of Waverley avenue and Ward street. 
Be f erred to the police committee. 

N. A. ltemick and others asked that a 
street lump be located on Lexington near 
Berkley street. The petition was referred 
to the street light committee. 

C. E. Dudley petitioned for a hackney 
carriage license and ills petition was re- 
ferred to tiie license committee. The same 
action was taken with tiie petition of B. 
.Sherman of Newton Highlands, who asked 
that lie he grunted u junk license. 

A communication was received from the 
West Hoxbury ami Newton Street Bailway 
Company, who asked for a location of 
trucks and turnouts from the Newton uud 
Boston line on Beacon street, through Ded- 
ham, Parker, Cypress and Beacon streets. 
It was referred to the street railway com- 
mittee. 

John Flood was grunted an auctioneer's 
license. 

Alderman Degen presented uu order 
grunting the New ton street railway loca- 
tion of tracks ou Lexington from itiver to 
Freeman street. Among the necessary pro- 
visions is u transfer clause, which pro- 
vides for u free trausfer from this to uny 
other line in the city. Alderman Degen 
said this covered tin* entire Newton sys- 
tem and favored granting tiie franchise. 
The order w is adopted. 

An order was udopted appropriating $500 
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for the location of police signal boxes on 
Commonwealth avenue near Wabati Hill 
road, and at the corner of Parker and Ded- 
ham streets. 

A hearing was opened on the petition of 
the Commonwealth Avenue .Street Bail- 
way asking that a location he granted them 
on the extension of tiie Commonwealth 
avenue line from Auburn street to Weston 
bridge. 

Mr. Goodrich appeared for the company, 
and said that it was the* intention of the 
company, if the location was granted, to 
construct poles in connection with the gas 
company. The hitter were desirous of 
continuing its system to Weston and w ould 
be willing to enter into a joint construction 
agreement. . 

Alderman Degen asked if tiie company 
had not already been granted permission 
to place poles on the boulevard extension. 

Mr. Goodrich said that Mr. Clutliii was 
evidently unaware of it, and called upon 
Mr. Holmes of the gas company. 

Mr. Holmes said that he understood 
from what Mr. Chitlin said that he was un- 
aware that the permission had been grant- 
ed. 

Alderman Degen thought that this was 
provided for in the franchise and asked the 
city clerk to obtain a copy. 

This was produced and it was found that 
the franchise granted the company per- 
mission t«* extend its tracks to Weston 
bridge, and that the placing of poles was 
also provided for. 

Mr. Goodrich said that both companies 
had completed an agreement to share the 
cost of the poles constructed from the 
Boston line to Auburn street, mid peti- 
tioned the board for extending the line. 

It was decided that u second petition was 
not necessary, and on motion of Alderman 
Degen the hearing was dosed. 

The hearing on the telephone company's 
petition for locutions on Itiver street from 
Auburndule avenue to Mugue court, was 
postponed until Nov. Hi, at 7.45 o'clock. 

Mrs. E. J. Hannigau, widow of I'utrick 
Humiigati, asked the board that it recon- 
sider the betterment assessed her estate 
on Cemetery avenue, as she thought it was 
too far from the boulevard to he beneiitted 
by the improvement. The communication 
was placed on tile. 

At ll o’clock, after a part of the local 
count had been received, the board, with 
several city officials and reporters present, 
adjourned to the council chamber and en- 
joyed un elaborate spread, thoughtfully 
provided by Mayor Cobh. After this the 
reading of the count was resumed. 

The hoard adjourned shortly after 1 
o'clock until Nov. 1(1.

ADDRESS DELIVERED 1IY MRS. WIIEI I.ER 
Ol AUDI IIXDAI.K. 

At the annual meeting of the Congrega- 
tional Woman's Board of Missions at Man- 
chester, N. II. , this week, an address, en- 
titled, “Why the Missionaries in Hnrpnot 
cannot come home,” w as delivered by Mrs. 
(’. II. Wheeler of Harpoot. Turkey, and 
Auburnnale, Mass. She said: “I am 
often asked why the missionaries at Ilar- 
poot do not leave, it would he better to 
ask how they can leave. Do you expect 
your soldiers to run away on the eve of 
battle? Even the arms of a living mother 
would not open to receive so base a son. 
Does a mother leave her child to perish in 
a burning building? As danger increases 
her efforts to save her darling becomes 
heroic. The missionaries have heard their 
beloved Master's last command, “Go and 
disciple all nations.” It may have cost 
them much to make the consecration. 
When once made it is for life, unless cir- 
cumstances interfere to prevent. 

When tiie missionaries at Harpoot saw 
the llames coining nearer and nearer, they 
did not quail. Only dear little Herbert 
Gates (who said, “Mother I think the 
angels caught the bullets in their hands so 
they might not lyirt the missionaries.”) 
with the tears streaming down his cheeks 
said. “I do not wish to lie burned to death, 
though I am not afraid to die.” I say we 
did not quail. I do not think we knew 
what fear was. We thought not of our- 
selves. The teachers and pupils of our 
college were before us and we knew what 
it meant to give these into the hands of a 
dissolute soldiery. With one voice we 
said, “Let us die with them.” it was not 
heroism, it was duty, Christian duty, and 
your missionaries are not the ones to turn 
aside front a God given duty. We would 
have been hacked in pieces, as some of the 
Christians were, before we would have 
given helpless girls and hoys to such fiends. 
My invalid husband, robbed of everything 
and his house burned, came home, hut his 
heart was in Armenia, to which lie had 
given ills strong manhood. Once, when in 
great agony, lie looked up to me saying, “I 
am thinking of tiie poor women in Arme- 
nia.” This agony had taken him back to 
them. When the news of their shameful 
treatment reached him, lie said. “How can 
God restore to them what they have lost?” 

I did not wonder that almost in frenzy 
they gathered around him to kiss his hand 
and thank him as the friend and unlifter 
of women in Armenia. "We wish you 
would stay, we feel stronger when we 
know you are here, but von will he more 
comfortable in your native land, and we 
send you hence with many prayers.” He 
did not forget them, his last words and 
prayer were in Armenia. A few days be- 
fore his deatli a lady came to ask him if 
site should change her will, which had in 
it a sum for tiie college. He said. “Pay 
your yearly stipend to the treasurer, and 
do not change your will. The college will 
live.” Imprinting a kiss on his almost 
cold forehead, she replied, “I will do as 
you say." Our missionaries at Harpoot 
are living martyrs. They will not leave. 
Ashen faces and tear stained cheeks appeal 
to them as nothing else can. Tiie doors 
are wide open now, they can enter homes 
once shut against them. The people have 
proved tiie religion they profess. Could 
Indifference and opposition give place to 
earnest longings to know more from those 
who might flee, but out of love stay to help 
them. 

Christ is thus preached with power, not 
only to Armenians, but to the poor Turk- 
ish women, who are asking who is this 
Christ that they love so much, repeating 

II is name even in death. 

Friends, we did not expect such an ordeal 
of lire. The nations may fold their hands 
hut God has some great purpose to accom- 
plish. We can wait. He has heard tiie 
cry of tiie noble women, who led forty 
friends into the swift waters of the 
Euphrates rather than deny Christ. He 
helped the young girls, who locked arms 
aim lied from the Kourdisli harem. God 
took notice of tiie mother with her three 
butchered children piled upon her body, 
while the infant still clung to her blood- 
less breasts. These were not savages, hut 
many of them men and women of culture. 
Beautiful Egin had been laid low by the 
assassin's hand, her men killed, her homes 
robbed and burned, her women, God only 
knows where they are. They had wealth, 
diamonds and precious stones. Their 
brides were adorned in beautiful needle- 
work, which they inherited from the glory 
of their ancient empire. An Eginlec was a 
synonym for a cultured gentleman. 2000 
fell in the awful mussucre. Their women 
naked and hungry are left to starve. Will 
Armenia he blotted out? Will her mis- 
sionaries desert her? Let I)r. Storrs, your 
own great orator answer. “The Turkish 
Empire lias always seemed to me, as I look 
on it on the map or in its history, like a 
vast magnificent Oriental rug, stamped 
with splendid and stately figures, em- 
blazoned on every side with heroic combat 
anti with threads of gold and silver inter- 
woven with tiie wool. Magnilicunt in its 
extent, in the variety of its resources, in 
the wonderful history that lias been 
wrought upon it. It is a robe of Oriental 
magnificence that lias been dipped and 
soaked in blood. But it is to bear, as cer- 
tainly as God liveth, and as certainly as 
the Cross was raised on Culvtry, as cer- 
tainly as the human soul remains sensitive 
to divine inspiration, It i s to hear by and 
by, and not far hence, the monogram of 
Christ on all Its glittering expanse.

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THE VINE-CLAD RHINE HILLS.

From lion n to Mainz (Mayence) by boot 
up the Rhine, sung for lines by all poets, 
ami praised by all tourists, one may easily 
expect too much ami be disappointed. So 
with some, today, the scenery did not come 
up to their expectations. It was another 
case of golden dreams and leaden reality. 
Not so with our little party. We had read 
much and were not wholly free from the 
glamour of romance cast upon all this 
valley. History and legend were not un- 
known to us, and they had bathed all 
this Rhineland with peculiar light. From 
Ciesar’s crossing the river to Bluoher's, 
the Rhine lias flowed on, vexed or un- 
vexed, to the sea, and witnessed triumphs 
of war, and triumphs of peace. This city 
of Mainz, has its own recent story to tell, 
more sweet to the German ear than to the 
Frenchman's. 

We expected much, and we realized 
much, I surely, for my part, as much as I 
anticipated. The day was fair, for the 
most part cloudy, but there came occasion- 
al bursts of sunlight into the valleys and 
upon the “vine-clad hills.” The autumn 
colors of gold and green, and brown and 
red, lay upon the landscape. The land- 
scape, itself, never flat, always hilly, was 
continually changing in character and con- 
tour of the hills. Sometimes gently slop- 
ing and smooth, and again tugged, precipi- 
tous, jagged, giant rock-ribs thrown out as 
if to buttress and strengthen the everlast- 


ing hills ; here receding and there pressi ng 
close the river as if to stop its flow. The 
river, too, winding its way along, swift 
and strong, turbid at first, but gradually 
clearing as we ascended, widening and 
narrowing, refusing always to be checked, 
though it might be delayed, had much to 
tell. The beautiful towns and villages 
along the shores, told of the past and of 
the contrasting present. Ruined castles by 
the score, the impregnable Ehrenbritstein 
opposite Coblenz; villas perched on heights 
seemingly inaccessible, ancient churches 
and cathedrals, boulders of smoke rising 
from factories and furnaces, tunnels 
through hill-feet, into and out of which 
train loads of people or merchandise were 
diwtiiig. All these touched the imagina- 
tion and carried one's thoughts far into the 
dark ages, or spoke of the changed condi- 
tion and face of the world and of the pres- 
ent, mighty in the acts of peace. So too 
the scores of steamers and tug-boats, and 
long, low canal boats, passing up and down 
the river, vexing the waters. 

Rut the vineyards— oh, the vineyards! I 
had read and read of “vine-clad hills’’ but I 
never had had an adequate conception of 
them, nor anything like it. Nor was it 
possible without the sight. It is the only 
thing along the Rhine valley, so far as we 
have come, the grape and wine industry, 

The hills are much higher than I had 
thought, and in many places the ambitious 
vineyards push their way to the very sum- 
mits. The most extensive and uninter- 
rupted are on the Neiderwald, miles in 
length and reaching upward on hundreds 
of terraces to the very top. The National 
monument overlooks many an acre here. 
Divers smaller hills sloping, arching to 
their bases, are fully covered. These were 
not so strange as the sight of vineyards 
larger and smaller, clinging to walls of 
rock nearly precipitous. In places where 
one would think a goat could find no foot- 
ing, man, (or worm) has planted foot and 
vine. No place too high, none too small 
and apparently insignificant, if only one 
get there somehow, and make a bit of stone 
terrace and And soil enough to set a stick 
in, but has been reached and made subser- 
vient to human need. I saw one small 
triangular bit near the river bank, between 
two ribs of rock, in which only one pole 
could be used. Some places are so high up 
and on rocks so steep, that it seems as if they 
would fall over face down. Now imagine 
miles and miles on both banks of the river, 
of such vineyards, if you can. If you can- 
not, come and see for yourselves, and if 
you cannot bring my eyes, bring opera 
glasses with you. There are hills, wood- 
covered above, vine-clad below. If the 
woods were cleared where would poles be 
found. 

Occasionally one sees on the sides of re- 
ceding hills patches of vine, grass, light 
soil not planted, all small, of varying shape 
and irregularly distributed, the whole re- 
minding you of patchwork in a “crazy- 
quilt.” 

Sad to say, the grape crop is a failure 
this year, on the Rhine. 

Have 1 said enough about the vines up 
and down the Rhine? Some time, my 
dears, I may lind more to say. Rut I hear 
you asking me to tell you of some of the 
particular things we saw. Yen’ well then, 
“perpend!” We passed the Lorelei cliff, 
433 feet high, which runs down clear to the 
water’s edge, so that tins Lorelei seat has 
had to be tunneled for railway use, and the 
shriek of the resonant steam eagle takes 
the place of the song of the enchantress. 
The age of chivalry has passed, the age of 
legend and superstition, too, and the age 
of act ami fact has come, leaving, alas! 


“No fair myth aloof 

From hard and practical proof." 


We touched at Bingen, a place well 
known to you in song, a lovely place and 
inviting by its beauty. Here is Klopp 
castle in which Henry IV was held prison- 
er by his son in 1105. (Look to your his- 
tory.) Near Bingen is Bingerlock, a rock 
in the river, on which stands the “Mouse 
Tower,”) once a customs tower) associated 
now forever with Bishop llatto. (Read the 
poem again and the legend.) 

Here ami there we saw crosses erected on 
the heights by pious hands. We saw the 
ruins of castle Ehrenfels, destroyed by the 
French in l(>«‘i. and the grand National 
Monument standing high up on the Niedor- 
wold, commemorating the revival of the 
Herman empire made possible by the issue 
of the Franco-Prussian war, which unified 
the German race. The principal ligure is 
proud Gernmiuiu, erected in 1883. I can 
now give no further description of the 
monument. It stands opposite Bingen. 

Not far above Bonn are the ruins of the 
“castled crag of Rruchentels,” where 
legeud says Siegtred had his tight with the 
dragon, whence the name Dragonrock. It 
is visible from afar. Knight Roland's 
name is connected in legendary story with 
an arch called Roland’s bogen. It is wiiut 
is left, witli other remains, of a very ancient 
castle. 

We sailed past the ruins of llammerstein, 
where Henry IV found refuge when flee- 
ing from his son. 

At Andornach stood once the Elector’s 
castle, which was wrecked by the French 
in U188. 

Elirenbreitstein (broad stone of honor), 
is another Gibraltar, defending Coblenz, 
witli which it is connected by a bridge ot 
boats. It seems impregnable, it is so high 
and so fortitied above and on its sides, and 
it seems so still more as you go up the 
river and lind its breadth about equal to its 
length, and precipitous on all sides. 

.Sternberg and Liebensteiu are in ruins. 
Some walls of each are standing on the 
shoulders of closely neighboring heights, 
within easy pistol shot of each other. These 
are called ’’The Hostile Brothers.” (Road 
tile legend.) 

We come to Caub. Here Napoleon de- 
stroyed the Castle Gutenfels in lSo.’>. Here 
is a' tine monument witli the statue of , 
Blucher in commemoration of hi* crossing# 
tiie Rhine witli ids troops in tin* New | 
Year's night of 1M4. (hie looking at the j 
place wonders how uuy troops could get | 
there to cross. 

Going on we pass in quick succession tin* j 
ruins of several rustles and of a chapel. 
Tiie Burg |Rhciiistcin is a muguiticeut 
castle with line hulls und collections. 

Here now are tiie Ruins of Ehrenfels. 
which like other stout castles was wrecked 


I by the French in HWti. Passing JohunniH- 
I berg castle, the property of Prince Metter- 
nich. and renowned for its wines, and 
Nieder Ingellteitn, where once stood the 
Castle of Charlemagne ; and Biebrick, wo 
leave Prussia and enter Hesse, and soon 
land at Mayence (German Mainzi, and are 
at the end of our thoroughly charming Jour- 
ney by steamer from Bonn. 

But dear me! how came I, after speaking 
of the “Hostile Brothers," to fall to men- 
tion two other.hostiles, tiie “Cat” and the 
“Mouse.” These names are given to the 
Ruins of Neu-Katenell.mbogen, the Katz 
(Cat) so called, and the Ruins of Tuenberg, 
which Hie Count Katzenellenbogue called 
Die Mans (the Mouse.) 

I will add to the catalogue already given, 
Keste Rheinfeis. once a fortress deemed 
impregnable, but, delivered to the French 
in 17!M; they destroyed it.

Newton's Boulevards. 

Sylvester Baxter, in writing for the 
Transcript of tiie beauties of Boston 
boulevards, has this to say of Newton: 

“A second great boulevard loon is that 
just realized by the completion or the ex- 
tension of Commonwealth avenue from the 
crossing of Beacon street and its connec- 
tion witli Beacon street, near Chestnut 
Hill Reservoir, with its park-like environ- 
ment, by way of Chestnut Hill avenue. 
'Fills system is continued westward for 
several miles by tiie extension of Common- 
wealth avenue through Newton almost to 
Charles River, making pleasant and con- 
venient trolly-car connections with the 
romantic metropolitan park reservation of 
Hemlock Gorge at Newton Upper Kalis 
and with other attractive points in New- 
ton and along the river. 

“Brookline and Newton are the farthest 
advanced of all tiie suburban municipalities 
in tiie adoption and execution of en- 
lightened plans for the comprehensive con- 
struction of parkways and boulevards. A 
few years ago Newton set a most signifi- 
cant example for the proper development 
of a territory to meet the needs of a large 
population by the formulation of a scheme 
for utilizing tno natural lines of water 
courses in providing a network of thorough- 
fares of a parkway character. This was 
the work of a special boulevard commis- 
sion, constituted for tiie purpose. In tills 
way pleasant features are provided, which 
correspondingly invite a high class of 
property development, and the surface 
drainage problem is solved in the cheapest 
and most effective manner, averting the 
troublesome problems presented in tiie 
future creation of public nuisances that 
could only be abated by expensive forms of 
sewer construction. Tiie improvement of 
Cheesecake brook, and of Laundry brook 
with Boyd’s and Morse’s pond— the latter 
in co-operation with Watertown— are fea- 
tures of this scheme that have either al- 
ready been carried out or taken in hand.”

Flag: Day. 

Newton was not behind other Massachu- 
setts cities in its celebration of Flag Day 
last Saturday. The celebration was quite 
general in ail parts of tiie city. 

Flags were displayed on city hall, public 
schools, engine houses and many private 
residences In the different villages most 
of the store-keepers had their show win- 
dows carefully decorated with flags and 
bunting which produced a handsome ef- 
fect. McKinley-IIobart pictures were 
seen in many windows und some of tiie 
more enthusiastic wore “flag pins” bear- 
ing tiie picture of their favorite candidate. 

In the evening tiie city was aglow with 
bonfires kindled in honor of tiie presiden- 
tial candidates. The Republicans led in 
the illumination though tiie Bryaniteq 
were not lacking in enthusiasm. 

Tiie largest lire in the city was kindled 
on the summit of Mt. Ida by the Republi- 
cans of Wards One und Seven. A large 
pile of tar and oil barrels und iullumuble 
materials of all kinds, more than 30 feet in 
height, was consumed, mid could be seen 
for some distance. 

Institution hill, Newton Centre, and 
West Newton Hill were also utilized for 
bonlires by the Republicans of those 
wards. At Auburndale a large pile of 
wood was burned oa Lexington street by 
the Ward Four Republicans. 

At Newtonville and Nonantum bonfires 
were lighted by members of tiie Silver 
Club. The light from all these tires to- 
gether, with tiie reflection ot tiie Water- 
town und Wultham blazes kept tiie sky lit 
up for nearly an hour. 

In Newton, Chief Rundlott had hose 
wagons stationed near the larger tires, but 
fortunately their services were not re- 
quired. 


Pingree Potato Patch 1896 . 

The report of the Agricultural committee 
of Detroit, on the cultivation of vacant lots, 
is at hand. With much persistence und 
personal solicitation, the required 421 acres 
were obtained for use and given out in 
quarter acre lots to 1701 heads of fumilies 
having 5882 children under 15 years of ago, 
making a total of 7523 beneticlaries of tiie 
Detroit plan, or about l-;t5 of the entire 
population of tiie city. Tiie city appropri- 
ated S4ooo of which 82400 was spent for 
plowing, seed, labor, etc. The value of 
the crops raised, is figured at S:u»,in»s. in as 
against $27, 7n2.oo in 18U5, and 814,000 in 
1804, and tiie profit for 1800 about $28, non, is 
considered as so much saving to tiie tux- 
payors. 'J’lio yield was nowhere less thuu 
loo bushels to tiie acre and from that up to 
350, 300, and even us high us 375 on u con- 
siderable portion. 

Tiie City Poor Commissioners in all casus 
selected the families to whom lots were 
issued. Tiie report says “no other plan of 
helping worthy people to help themselves 
lias attracted much wide spread ami uni- 
versal attention in tiie English speaking 
world, certuinly not in the United States.”

{KILLING HAIR SEALS. 

AN OLD SEALER SAYS IT IS THE HARD- 
EST WORK HE KNOWS. 

Crows Are Practically Always on Duty. 

Labor of Hip Mont Difficult Character. 

I'iH»r Accommodation* on SIiIjm For Strut 

anil ltri'U|M*rnt Ion. 

Captain Apply, a sinewy and good look- 
ing young Newfoundlander, lias followed 
the sea during much the greater part of 
Ids life, and the Incidents he describes are 
full of genuine Interest. 

Captain Asply declares sealing to be the 
hardest work lie ever heard of, and any 
one knowing will testify that tiie seaman’s 
standard of hardness of work is not that 
of a man of fashion. No man dares at- 
tempt a scaling cruise until his endurance 
has been demonstrated beyond any ques- 
tion. Work is not tho only consideration. 
A strong man need not dread labor so long 
ns be Is allowed tlmo for tho necessary ro- 
Htorntlvo, sleep. But tho conditions of a 
sealing cruise are such tiiut this, in a great 
measure, must lie denied. Add tho rigors 
of constant exposure to the most extreme 
cold, and you have a partial summitry of a 
scaler’s discomforts. 

In the Intter part of February the great 
herd of about half a million seals has come 
south as far as the latitude of the straits 
of Belle Isle. The region between theso 
narrows and Notre Dame bay is tho seals’ 
hnbitunl breeding ground. It Is among 
the ico of these waters that the steamship 
Mariposa of Montreal is supposed to linvo 
met her recent fate. The seals produce 
their young upon the ice Hoes, or “panB, ” 
within a few’ miles of tho shore. The par- 
ent animals swim about in pursuit of fish 
and contentedly follow the lee wherever it 
drifts. Tho young grow’ with surprising 
rapidity. At tho age of 3 weeks they 
have attained about, tho size of n bulldog 
and replaced the white fur of Infancy with 
the dark cont. 

Seal ships from Newfoundland, Nova 
Scotia atul the neighboring coasts sail 
early in March. By that time the lee is well 
on In the process of breaking up, or 
"spawning abroad,” and navigation has 
become possible. About the middle of 
March tho killing begins. As the ships ap- 
proach the sealing grounds the final prep- j 
aratlons are completed. Tho long watch ' 
is begun, which is not relaxed until tho 1 
active cruise is over. This watch, lasting 
from dawn till dark of every day, is kept 
up by one man alone. His importance Is 
recognized in bis rank, which is next to 
that of the captain. From the shape of his 
station of obsi rvation at the masthead this 
Individual is known as "the barrel man.” 

He is provided with as flue a telescope as 
can lie procured and skill in its uso is one 
of his most important essentials. 

Another part of the preparation Is the 
■ division of the ship’s crew, 200 or 800 iu 
number, Into four watches. Each is put 
under command of a master of watch and 
is organized into boats’ crews and other 
small divisions for tho performance of the 
various duties aboard ship. It is the per- 
fection of these details of organization that 
brings a ship’s work to the frietionless sys- 
tem that Isa landsman's constant surprise. 

When at length seuls are sighted, the 
word is passed down from tho masthead 
as quietly as possible. Old seals may lie 
disturbed by a shout utu distance of miles. 

Further reason for caution exists if the 
observer is w ithin hearing of other ships. 

In tiie latter ease the first ship edges 
around toward the seals by n circuitous 
route, intended to throw others off the 
track. Meantime orders ure issued forbid- 
ding any one to show bis bead above the 
rail. The slightest carelessness will cause 
the game to disappear into the water. Per- 
haps the “pan” of seals is sighted by a ri- 
val ship. In thut case all roundabout tac- 
tics are dropped and a race ensues. The 
four watches, armed with guff tipped clubs, 
“stand by" ter directions. At the instant 
the ship gets among ice too closely packed 
for her to proceed farther ull hands are 
overboard 

Away they run, each master of watch | 
picking a path lor Ids command, which ] 
hurries after him in single file. It is a | 
rough ehu sc. Now a climb over u washed 
up ledge of broken ice, again a leap across 
a black strip of water. Occasionally some 
unfortunate wrotch falls in and is fished 
dripping out on the gaff of a companion. 
His clothes are frozon stiff iu u few’ sec- 
onds, hut he doesn’t stop. Tho seals by this 
time are thoroughly alarmed, and it is im- 
portant to reach them as quickly as possi- | 
bit*. A seal’s vital point is Ids nose. It Is 
on that organ that the attack is mude. One 
blow of tho "but” usually kills. Some- 
times, however, an old animal offers a iiurd 
and dangerous fight. The men hurry 
uboiit their work of execution with energy, I 
abated only after the last of the living 
6euls has escaped into the water. 

The victims are then skinned and tho 
pelts heaped together in stacks, surmount- 
ed by the ce signs of their respective own- 
erships. Theso stacks, by the way, are 
another of the objects designated by the 
useful term "pun.” A "pan” of pelts, 
like a "pan” of seals, is the supporting 
fiat cuke of ico. We have the same usage 
In "pan of bacon.” It Is seldom that a 
pan marked by a flag is molested. Feel- 
ing on the subject is prohibitively strong. 

After stacking up the pelts as deserllied 
ull bunds hurry back to the ship to con- 
tinue the seureh. After hours of rusldug 
ubout over a slippery footing, handling 
uud skinning the heavy bodies of the 
game, and ] crimps a scuffle with a rival's 
crew’, it is only natural to think of rest. ; 
But at this j dnt the hardship only begins. 
The seal law.-, limit tho time for killing to J 
a few’ weeks. In consequence there is not 
thejdightcsi relaxation of effort until the- j 
liiffe is past. So, though a crew may not 
have lmd tin e to get even a cup of tea, it 
a second “pun” is sighted it is attacked 
Without delay. 

At dark the ship returns ovor her day’s 
course to collect the "puns” of pelts. A 
storm may have arisen. It only becomes 
tho more urgent that tho prize lie brought 
aboard without delay.

The Single Tax Class and Club. 

The regular session was held at 230 
Bellevue street, Tuesday evening, elec- 
tion returns being received by telephone to 
the great delight of the McKinley members. 
A paper was read on the Single Tax atul 
the Farmers, showing wherein his burdens 
will be lightened. 

The farmers cling to the belief that the 
rigid taxation of personal property would 
help them. Facts on a large scale show in- 
stances of twenty times the land value 
among merchants as among farmers, but 
only ten times as much personal property. 
His house and cattle and farm stock, his 
watches and carriages are visible and known 
and cannot be hid from the assessors. 

The farmer thinks, though la vain, to 
reach and tax stocks and bonds which owe 
their value almost entirely to franchise 
rights upon and over land. The fact is 
that under the Single Tax these franchises 
would pay tax upon their full value. 

T’he farmer thinks money and credits 
should be taxed. Facts show that the 
farm as compared with the city pays near- 
ly three times as heavy a tax on money and 
credits as on real estate. 

The farmer thinks himself a gainer by a 
tax on personal property. Facts go to 
prove that he is made to pay from 84 to 87 
to every Si paid by the city man on this 
class of property. 

The farmers of Missouri nay 1 1-2 per 
cent less taxes on their land than the cities 
pay, but 127 per cent more on personal 
property. St. Louis pays on real estate 
about lo per cent of the taxes of the whole 
State, but it pays less than 20 per cent of the 
taxes on personal property and just ll per 
cent of the taxes on money and credits. 
The rest of the State pays 7o per cent more 
on land than St. Louis does, but 31H per 
cent more on personal property in general, 
and exactly 700 per cent more oil money 
and credits. The same statistics if avail- 
able for Massachusetts would no doubt 
show a similar, though not so aggravated a 
condition. 

The farmer thinks to tax the manu- 
facturer on his mill, his machinery and his 
profits. He forgets that the farmer as 
himself, a manufacturer with an annual 
product of a thousand or twelve hundred 
dollars, pays on that product a tax of 81(H) 
or 8150, one-seventh or one-eighth of his 
whole product, more even than the stipu- 
lated one-tenth for the tithing man.

BOOKS AND MAGAZINES. 


Till: NOVEMBER ATLANTIC. 

The opening article, and perhaps as im- 
portant a contribution as this issue con- 
tains, is a paper by J. Laurence Laughlin 
of the Chicago l niversity, on Causes of 
Agricultural Unrest. Col. T. W. Higgin- 
son begins his reminiscences under the at- 
tractive title, “Cheerful Yesterdays,” with 
the first installment, “A Cambridge Boy- 
hood.” The other paper of literary remi- 
niscences is by Charles Warren Stoddard 
on Bret Unite. Two other papers which 
can lie naturally grouped together are “Out 
of the Book of Humanity.” by Jacob A. 
Biis, author of “How the Other Half 
Lives,” a series of striking studies of Jew- 
ish tenement life, and “The German and 
the German American,’’ by Josiah Flynt. 
“Utah as an Industrial Object Lesson,” by 
William E. Smythe, shows what irrigation 
lms done and can do for arid America, 
other contributions of importance are a 
travel sketcli of unusual interest by Miriam 
Coles Harris, entitled “A Night and a Duv 
in Spain;” “The History of the Gift of 
Painless Surgery,” bv Dr. Edward Waldo 
Emerson: “Labor Unions in Great Brit- 
ain,” by J* M. Ludlow, und “The Young 
Shakespea'e,” a study of Borneo, by John 
Jay Chapman, which is a genuine contri- 
bution to Shakespearian criticism. The 
fiction is represented by the first install- 
ment of “The Juggler,” a new novel by 
Charles Egbert Craddock; the dramatic 
conclusion of Kate Douglas Wiggin's 
“Marin Lisa,” and a short story of unusual 
merit by Charles D. (J. Roberts, entitled 
“Stony Lonesome.” 

SCRIBNER'S MAGAZINE. 

For variety and sustained interest of con- 
tents the November Scribner’s Magazine is 
a notablejjmimber. The opening article is 
by Capt. C. J. Melliss, of the Ninth Bom- 
bay Inlantry, “Panther-shooting in Cen- 
tral India." A most interesting travel 
article is about the new goldfields of 
Alaska, by Frederick Funston m “Over 
the Cliilkoot Pass to Yukon.” “Caven- 
dish,'' an authority to all whist players the 
world over, contributes a most appreciative 
and popular paper on “What America Has 
Done for Whist." He shows that several 
of the best known principles of the modern 
game have had their origin in this country, 
and the points presented will interest 
every player of tills game. The year ism; 
marks the centenary of the discovery of 
lithography. This is dwelt upon and illus- 
trated by examples of the works of famous 
artists in M. Il.Spielmann’s paper on “ The 
Benaissance of Lithography." Alexander 
Black, the picture-play author, whose 
“Miss Jerry” was published in the maga- 
zine for September, 1895, and who has ap- 
peared before audiences all over the coun- 
try, contributes an interesting paper on 
“ rite Camera and The Comedy,” with 
illustrations from his new play, “A Capital 
Courtship.” Miss Mary Gay Humphrey, 
one of the most brilliant of New York’s 
newspaper women, contributes a paper on 
“Women Bachelors in New York." Julian 
Halph’s many journeys into the wild West 
and intiin ite knowledge of the Indians are 
recalled in a very personal way by the de- 
scriptions, in his article called “My Indian 
Plunder." Thestories of the number are: 
“Baby’s Fortune,’ by Joel Chandler Harris, 
a romantic and pathetic tale of the war; 
“An American Mother,” by the lute Mary 
Lanman Underwood, and “Specs," by W. 
L. C. Beard, a story of a deed of heroism 
performed by a queer character of the 
great Southwestern frontier. Mr. Barrie 
brings us to the end of “Sentimental Tom- 
my." It lias been among the most popular 
serials the magazine lias ever had and one 
of the most successful serials printed any- 
where for years.

The November Harper’s is marked bv 
the first paper in a new series on S mtii 
Africa by Poultney Bigelow, with illustra- 
tions from material gathered by the author. 
The article in the November Magazine tells 
the story of “Jameson’s Kaid" in the lan- 
guage of two participants, one a Boer of 
the native army, tin* other a physician who 
accompanied the English expedition. This 
paper will lie followed ill December with a 
description of the strongest man in .South 
Africa, President Paul Kruger, exhibiting 
his most striking characteristics as they 
appear to an observant American. Thomas 
A. Janvier contributes "The Fish of M. 
Quissard," with illustrations by C. I). (Jib- 
son. “The Dominant Idea of American 
Democracy,” by Professor Francis N. 
Thorpe, is a careful study of the growth of 
our liberties during the past hundred yeurs. 
Woodrow Wilson’s six papers on Washing- 
ton reach their close with a study of "Tlte 
First President of the United States," in 
which the career of Washington is followed 
through tlte Presidency to his tomb. The 
recent death of George du Maurier makes 
itis novel, “The Martian," now running in 
Harper’s Magazine, the last serious work of 
a life crowned with signal success in two 
brunches of art, the novel und the illustra- 
tion. Among tlte few finished studies left 
by the lute Willium Hamilton Gibson was 
a paper on “The Cuckoos and tlte Out- 
witted Cow-Bird," a story of romantic 
tragedies in bird life. John Kendrick 
Bangs is the author of a humorous und 
clever, tale of municipal politics, culled 
“The Nemesis of Perkins." “Tlte Making 
of a Pessimist" is a story by Mrs. Alexan- 
der. Octave Tkunet contributes unotlier 
story of Amos Wiokliff, called "The Next 
Boom," in which tlieiuterestceutres round 
an old gent lew oimut turned usurer.

Councilman Everett for the finance com- 
mittee presented the annual budget and the 
council went into committee of the whole 
with Councilman Sprague in the chair. 
The committee recommended an appro- 
priation of $5194,651 against $5)34,060 last 
year, and against recommendations of 
$996,857 by the several committees. 

The assessors department first came up 
for discussion, and before the council 
finished with the appropriation it had laid 
the way for some radical changes in the 
department. 

The appropriation increasing the salaries 
of the principal assessors from $900 to 
$1000 a year first came under fire. Coun- 


I Chairman Sprague cast his vote in favor of 
I the increase in salary. 

On motion of Councilman Davis the ap- 
propriation for printing was reduced from ;

The appropriation hill was finally passed 
carrying a total of $515>I,371.02. I he only 
changes made by the council were in tin* 
appropriation for printing, overseers of the 
poor, board of health and office expenses of 
the board of health.

The civil celebration of the 250th anni- 
versary of Eliot's first preaching to tlio 
Indians was observe) l on Wednesday by 
exercises at tin* High school drill hall, and 
also at Eliot church. At the drill hall In 
the afternoon, there was a large audience 
present, including about 1500 of the school 
children of the city. Mayor Cobh and a 
committee of the city council had clmrgo 
of the exercises. 

A distinguished guest was the venerable 
Dr. Elsworth Eliot of New York, a lineal 
descendant of the Apostle, who thanked 
the autlu ritles, during the exercises, for 
the honors paid to his ancestor's memory. 

Two chairs that formerly stood In the 
Apostle’s study were on the platform, one 
the property of the First church of Rox- 
bury, and the other belonging to Mayor 
Cobh. 

A chorus of 130 school children, led by 
Mr. Walton, furnished vocal music for the 
exercises. 

Mayor Cobb opened the exercises with a 
brief address, upon the lesson taught by 
the life of Eliot. 

Rev. Dr. Shinn offered prayer, after 
which Rev. William II. Davis, pastor of 
the Eliot church, spoke upon “Eliot and 
tiie Indian Problem. ’’ In tiie course of his 
remarks he said : 

Like the Apostle Paul. Eliot was a 
great missionary pioneer. We are apt in 
our judgment of the Puritans to have a 
bigoted character in mind. Yet in .lolin 
Eliot we have the incarnation of the Puri- 
tan spirit in a man who loved children. 
He was a man who believed in the public 
schools, who was one of the founders of 
Harvard college, and the founder of the 
Roxbury Latin school. 

"He stands before us as a winsome 
character. lie saw of the Indian what we 
are just beginning to see. He understood 
the Indian question as we are only begin- 
ning to understand it. 

"It is the inspiring power of such a 
character that makes it valuable far more 
than what it accomplishes. Long limy the 
spirit of this man live in the schools and 
churches of this land."

"Wo may apply to John Eliot the term 
which is applied to his master, 'Ho emptied 
himself.' All that he could acquire and all 
that he could find out lie gave out to his 
forest friends. 

"Eliot himself did all ho could to pro- 
mote education among tiie Indians. His 
only object was to give to them the share 
of happiness lie enjoyed, and tho share he 
looked forward to. Over 200 years have 
passed. Have any of our master builders 
In Indian education been able to build on 
other lines than those he lias laid down? 
Tho work he did ought to have shamed his 
contemporaries. Had they given one-hun- 
dredth us much attention to the Indians’ 
salvation as to the question of whether the 
Indians were members of the lost tribes of 
Israel ills measure of success would have 
been different.” 

It was an eloquent address, as I’rof. 
Everett Is one of the most finished orators 
of the country, ami enlivened by many 
happy references to topics of the day, as 
when he referred to the takingupof Eliot's 
work of educating the Indians at this day, 
he said, tho school at Carlisle, one of the 
very few schools which has had the honor 
of having been defeated by Harvard at 
foot-hall. 

Mr. William C. Bates, in behalf of the 
Eliot Memorial Association, presented to 
Mayor Cobb the deeds of the Eliot terrace 
ami of a memorial fund to he used in per- 
petuity for the purchase of prizes to he 
given to tho Newton school children writ- 
ing the best essays on early New England 
history, the prizes to be known by tho 
Apostle’s name. Mr. Bates said: “In se- 
lecting the form of memorial the committee 
of tiie association was not unmindful that 
a granite or marble shaft is to many the 
appropriate form of memorial sculpture, 
but these have so long been used as an ex- 
pression of mortuary grief that another 
form was adopted, tho terrace, which 
should be substantial, harmonious ami 
give opportunity for suitable inscriptions. 

"That location of the Eliot terrace is all 
that can he desired ; the inscriptions on tho 
tablet is historically correct; in the vicinity 
was Waban’s wigwam. 

“The trustees of tiie Eliot Memorial As- 
sociation deem this anniversary the fitting 
time to convey to tiie city of Newton tho 
plot of land and memorial terrace for per- 
petual ownership ami care; they do this con- 
fident in the belief that future generations 
will value this spot with increasing land- 
marks connected with tiie beginnings of 
New England. 

“The memorial fund of $300 now created 
provides by tiie deed of trust for the man- 
agement of t

Mayor Cobb opened the exercises with 
the following introductory remarks: 

"Friends and Fellow-Citizens— The city' 
of Newton has invited you to assemble 
here this evening in loving memorial of 
the life and labors of our patron saint, the 
apostle John Eliot. 

“When the founders of our municipality 
were called upon to choose an emblem for 
our city seal there was one scene in our 
earliest history which at once suggested 
itself as pre-eminently appropriate. 

" They saw these hills and valleys covered 
with tiie primeval forest, and under the

“Thus did In* proclaim tin* universal 
brotherhood of mail. When Fi. Gabriel 
Druilette, a Jesuit priest and missionary 
to the northwest Indians, came on a pil- 
grimage to New England, he was welcomed 
by Eliot to His heart and home, and was 
urged to spend the winter with him. Mark 
the scene and learn in this conference of 
these devoted servants of God, widely 
separated by creed ami method, but united 
in faithful endeavor for the uplifting of 
their fellows, a grand lesson ot religious 
toleration, and further may this self- 
sacrificing life remind us of our individual 
responsibility as integral parts of tho body 
politic." 

In conclusion lie introduced tin* orator of 
the evening, Hon. William Everett, who

11 e was one of the few men who 
live in one age, ami are yet in advance of 
it. He was a man of his age. I Ig t<>)>k tHu 
profession then considered tin: most honor- 
uble, uml performed his part with the 
purest sanctity ami wisest cfiurity. Yet lie 
wa> not so entirely of the spirit of the age 
that he would not have been consideredTn 
an> age a type ot a liberal man. 

Had he never preached to the indiuns 
he would have been honored 1>\ his con- 
temporaries. Kliot was one of tlio.so amaz- 
ing men who, having paid in full their debt 
to their own age, enter into work of which 
their ugc has no conception.

OBSERVED AT A UNION SERVICE HKI.I) 
IN TIIK ELIOT eitUllOir. 


The Newton Young Men’s Christinn As- 
sociation observed its lfith anniversary 
with a union service at Eliot church last 
Sunday evening, In which all the churches 
of the city participated. The pulpit was 
tastefully decorated with palms and flowers. 
On the platform were seated Mr. J. It. 
W. Shapleigh, president of the Association ; 
Rev. Francis Ilornbrooke, Rev. George W. 
Shinn, Rev. A. A. Berle, Rev. Dillon Bron- 
son, Rev. II. .1. Patrick, and P. F. Parker, 
the association’s general secretary. 

The service opened with the invocation 
by the Rev. Dr. Hamilton, after which the 
Beethoven quartet rendered “The Lord Is 
My Shepherd.” 

The Scripture lesson was read by Rev. 
Francis Ilornbrooke. Prayer was offered 
by Rev. Dillon Rronson. 

President Slmpleigh gave a brief outline 
of the work of the association during the 
past year, and announced the gift to the 
association of a handsome terra cotta man- 
tel to he placed in the new rooms, donated 
by Mr. George M. Fiske of Auburndale. 

General Secretary Parker spoke on the 
influence of the Y. M. C. A. 

S. B. Carter, formerly a member of the 
Y. M. C. A. state committee, spoke on the 
claims of the Y. M. C. A. upon churches 
and the community. 

Rev. A. A. Berle of Brighton gave an ad- 
dress on “Young Men and the World’s 
Work.” 

A contribution was taken up. amounting 
to $1400. 

The benediction was pronounced by Rev. 
George Wolfe Shinn, D. I). 

TIIK PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS. 
Nineteen years ago witnessed the first be- 
ginnings of the Association, which this 
evening calls us together to hear something 
of what 1ms been accomplished during the 
past year, and to consider the work that is 
before us for the best welfare of the young 
men of Newton, and their general uplift in 
body, mind and spirit. 

A year ago the Association determined 
upon an enlargement of its field, inaugurat- 
ing educational classes and establishing a 
gymnasium, all of which have been success- 
fully maintained, and there is, at this time, 
a more urgent demand than ever for these 
features which attract and materially bene- 
fit the members. There are announced, 
therefore, for immediate formation, classes 
in shorthand, mechanical drawing, sloyd 
and vocal music under competent instruc- 
tors, all of whom, with one exception, are 
members of the Association, giving their 
services without charge. The Young Men's 
Congress, modelled after the National 
I louse of Representatives, is a non-partisan 
body of wide awake young men, who as- 
semble every Tuesday evening for the free 
discussion of National, State and Municipal 
topics of the day, and it is proving an ex- 
cellent training school for those wishing to 
acquire the habit of thinking on their feet. 

New and broader influences have been 
apparent along these educational lines and 
it is further gratifying to note that the 
spiritual life of our members has also been 
developed. A deeper religious character 
has shown itself in the Sunday afternoon 
meetings of both Senior and Junior De- 
partments. 

The Women’s Auxiliary has shown earn- 
est interest in the young men, and the re- 
sult of their festival last winter was the 
presentation to the association of a mag- 
nificent upright piano. It isShoped the co- 
operation of the ladies of the city will be 
heartily enlisted in this work for their sons 
and brothers. 

It may not be generally known by the 
business men of Newton that the employ- 
ment committee are in receipt of frequent 
applications from worthy young men, de- 
sirous of obtaining situations in business, 
either in Boston or Newton, and any such, 
who are recommended by the committee, 
can be fully relied upon. We hope the ser- 
vices of the bureau may be freely sought 
by employers in search of men. 

A special occasion of rejoicing at this 
time, in which we believe you all heartily 
unite, is the occupancy of our new rooms, 
which we entered one week ago begin- 
ning to pay rent on the first instant, though, 
by the courtesy of the landlord, we have 
been permitted partial use of them for 
nearly two months, free of rent. 

We have the finest location in the city for 
our work. We occupy the second story of 
the entire Washington street portion of 
“The Nonantum,” with a frontage of Ktti 
feet, a beautiful southern exposure on 
Nonantum square, and the entire L of the 
next story is appropriated to the gymnasi- 
um, a commodious, well lighted and 
thoroughly ventilated room. 

You are cordially invited to visit our new 
rooms, to frequent them often, and so keep 
acquainted with what you are doing for 
our boys. 

Our membership to-day, including four- 
teen whose applications have been received 
too late for formal admission, numbers. 
•j<»4 Seniors, 4P Juniors, 78 Auxilary ; total 
8«>l, showing u gain during the year of tif», 
or 82 per cent. We believe that with the 
greatly improved facilities for work, much 
greater results will be accomplished during 
our twentieth year, and the membership 
carried fifty per cent. higher to six hundred. 

Generous contributiohs have already 
been received toward furnishing the new 
moms. 

Our expenses for the year will be some- 
what increased in the enlarged work now 
undertaken, and an opportunity will bo 
given vou later to respond by your gifts 
and pledges, when we hope many will bo 
prompted to double the amount given in 
Rainer years. We shall ask you tonight 
for a contribution of $2000, with which, 
and our membership fees, we are confident 
the entire expenses of the year can be met.

UK V. A. A. HKltLK’S ADDitLSS. 

1 am to talk to you about young men and 
the world’s work. I want to speak briefly 
of what the manhood of the past has been 
and the tendencies which l believe are 
shaping, und is beginning to be, the domi- 
nant type of voting munhood in our coun- 
try. I can do this by a rupid review of 
wlmt has taken place. 

The young manhood of America has 
passed through three stages in tin* last cen- 
tury, or rather, is passing through the last 
of three stugcs. The first i might call the 
pioneering stage. There was a vast terri- 
tory which was unexplored and uncon- 
quered, forests to be subdued, railroads to 
be built, great tracts of laud, which could 
be had for the asking, to be opened up and 
made productive ami brought into active, 
living intercourse and political relations 
with the East. The held was open to every 
man who had energy, ability, and the cour- 
age to leave bis comfortable home in tin; 

East and penetrate into tin* Western 

wilderness, and undergo the hardships and and tonic like Hull 


privations of the pioneer. Foremost among 
the early settlers in the West were the 
young men of New England. The New 
England type was dominant and it is to 
that fact that the West owes much of its 
progress and power. This period lasted up 
to the Civil War, or perhnps a trifle beyond 
that time. 

This period was succeeded by what 1 am 
in the habit of calling the romantic period 
in the young manhood of our country. It 
was only a short period. It was intro- 
duced by the agitation preceding the Civil 
War, when the country was ringing with 
the eloquence of the anti-slavery agitators, 
such men as Wendell Phillips, Garrison 
and Sumner. A short time ago, in a con- 
versation with Gen. Miles, he informed me 
that the average age of the soldiers in the 
Northern army was something less than 
twenty-four years. Others have made it 
lower than that, and this shows that the 
army of 18«;i was an army of young men, 
with youthful ideas. They had not fairly 
begun the practical daily life, but could 
be appealed to by high patiiotic motives, 
and as a consequence there was produced 
in this country the most remarkable volun- 
teer army that tbe world ever saw. That 
period extended through the Civil War. 

That period was succeeded by the indus- 
trial period of young manhood, and in my 
judgment, the transition from the romantic 
period into the commercial or industrial, 
lias been one of tbe most striking revolu- 
tions in American character that has ever 
been witnessed. 

After the close of the Civil War, our in- 
dustrial conditions were open to absolutely 
new influences. The government encour- 
aged business enterprises and we saw them 
springing up on every hand and every man 
with strength, bruins, ability, industry or 
craft making money as if by some sort of 
magic, so that in the last twenty or thirty 
years wo have witnessed that enormous 
rise of groat fortunes in this country, which 
is one of the problems of our modern civil- 
ization. In that time the commercial 
spirit began to domiuute us and soon began 
to appear in legislation, ami there arose 
that curious and wonderful institution 
called a trust, and with the trust there 
took place one of the most wonderful 
uoral effects we have ever seen. Former- 
ly, when an employer had thirty, or forty.or 
fifty men in his employ, he was on reason- 
able terms of intimacy with the men who 
were doing his work ; he knew their lives 
and characters, their families und their 
own personal weaknesses and failings, and 
was, to a certain extent, a personal friend. 

With the rise of great corporations all 
this was changed. Man came to have no 
significance, except his number and the 
amount of profit that he brought, simply as 
one part of a great machine which w as 
erected for the purpose of carrying out an 
enterprise for controlling a certain article 
in the open market, and the man himself 
disappeared as completely as though his 
brains had been blotted out, his sensibili- 
ties bail been crushed and he, himself, 
transformed into some machine to produce 
a certain amount of work. 

The loss to the nation was a tremendous 
loss. Instead of the old terms of equality, 
and intimacy, and reasonable knowledge 
and friendship betw een the superior class- 
es and the inferior classes. 1 use these 
words in their commercial sense, that of 
employer and employee, there arose w hat .’ 
Combinations on the part of the superior 
classes against their inferiors; combina- 
tions on the part of the inferior classes for 
the purpose of interfering with their 
superiors. < >n the other hand, you have 
the trust, which has no regard for a man, 
and on the other, you have the trades 
union, which has no regard for the corpora- 
tion. The moral influence absolutely 
necessary to a Christian democracy dis- 
appeared. Here and there a man. who re- 
tained some Christian spirit, tried to keep 
some sort of a knowledge of the men in his 
employ, but competition soon settled that. 
He found it was sp strong, and the demands 
of his business were so pressing, that he 
bad not tbe time to keep in touch with bis 
men, and so he said, "I w ill take the busi- 
ness and let the man go.” What hap- 
pened V When you disturb natural rela- 
tions certain things follow. I refer to one 
because it is typical. 

When you employed a man a few years 
ago you wanted to know who his father 
was; it was altogether likely your boy 
know his boy; it was probable you knew 
his origin. If you wunted him for a posi- 
tion of great trust you looked up his char- 
acter and inquired as to his habits and asso- 
ciates. Now, all this is changed, and the 
old ordinary relations have ceased to exist, 
and good character, morals, and all that 
counted to give a man a name and place 
are sunk out of sight in an insurance policy 
of character. Go to any bank, insurance 
company or large business concern to ob- 
tain a position and they will not ask you 
who your father was or inquire what your 
character is ; that does not interest them. 
What they w ill say is, “Bring us a certifi- 
cate guaranteeing that if you run away 
with our moneyit will be repuid to us.” 

This industrial spirit has produced an- 
other Curious result. It lias made crimes 
very numerous. In the place of crimes of 
violence there has arisen another kind of 
crime, called breach of trust. The loss 
by breaches of trust last year, in New- 
ark City, exceeded all other money loss 
by crime. Instead of the old relations, we 
have put opportunities for breaches of 
trust in their places. That is what we are 
teaching the young men bv the idea that 
they must be successful at all hazards, only 
to be successful in life themselves. That 
is the result. This condition cannot last ; 
there must be a change. ; 

The Chicago Convention, in my judg- 
ment, was a prophecy of it, ami the appeals 
made to this country were a fair index of 
what is coming. 

But, while every other agency has been 
teaching the voting men in this country to 
be successful in business, to make a social 
standing, prominent among the institutions 
of this country, the Young Men’s Christian 
Association has steadily held before young 
men this ideal ; that the permanent quali- 
catiou for a man in this world is character; 
that he may have all the money in Christen- 
dom, but if he bus not the respect of his 
own conscience, and cannot look every 
man in the face and say, “I am truthful, 
honest und upright, I can be trusted w ith 
any man’s goods;” unless ho can have that 
character he is a poverty stricken wretch 
in the sight of God. “The fear of the 
Lord is the beginning of wisdom.” 

The Young Men’s Christian Association 
have written across the Bible. 

“Hummer nwuy you rebel bands, 

Your bummers break; God’s anvil stands.’’ 

It has frankly and honestly nailed its 
standard to the cross and has said, “By 
this sign wo will conquer or go down.” It 
is doing a gr&nd work, und there is no 
class in this country who are giving more 
of their time and money, lubor and brains 
to the uplifting of young limn than the 
Young Men's Christian Association. 

They need here a building that will 
match tho New ton Club, and l want to 
call your attention to the fact, which the 
churches should recognize, that you can- 
not give $loo a year to some fashionable 
club, and $lo a year to tho church of Christ 
and expect good results. We must match 
culture with culture und brains with 
bruins.

Tuesday evening, in tbe various wards, 
and Mayor Cobb secured every delegate, 
without opposition, to tbe city convention, 
which is called for tomorrow evening. 

The caucuses were largely attended, and 
In some of the wards there were lively con- 
tests over aldermen. 

In Ward Six more than 800 voters turned 
out, and in Ward Three nearly the same 
number were present. These wards w ere 
the centers of political excitement. In 
Ward Six lively personalities were passed, 
and tho good feeling which has character- 
ized the party in the ward was badly 
strained. 

The causus had hardly organized when a 
letter was presented notifying the caucus 
that Alderman Parker had withdrawn his 
name from the contest for the aldermanlc 
nomination. Avery L. Ruud at once pre" 
sented a letter from Alderman ILD. Degen, 
in which he declined to stand as a candi- 
date, and-stuted that he had been constant- 
ly misunderstood and insulted in the last 
year of his term. He enclosed a letter ad- 
dressed to him by Frank Edmunds, in 
which the latter informed Mr. Degen that 
he would refuse to support him, and ac- 
cused him of double dealing. 

Hon. J. R. Leeson presented resolutions 
indorsing Mr. Degen, which were adopted 
by a rising vote. Mr. Edmunds stated that 
he had nothing to withdraw’ concerning the 
letter. He would make no statement be- 
hind a man’s back which he would not 
make to his face. W. E. Webster present- 
ed the name of Henry Bally as a candi- 
date for alderman. Samuel Ward opposed 
this nomination on the ground that Mr. 



Baily was inexperienced in city affairs, and 
again presented the name of Mr. Degen. 
Mr. Ellis described such a move us child's 
play, and J. R. Leeson opposed the presen- 
tation of Mr. Degen's name. It was with- 
drawn and Mr. Baily was indorsed by the 
caucus. 

In Ward Seven there was a lively contest 
over the election of delegates to the con- 
vention, but a delegation was finally chosen 
favorable to the nomination of Cobb for 
mayor and Hobart for alderman. The 
only opposition was to the choice of Ho- 
bart men. A resolution calling for the use 
of the Australian ballot system in caucuses 
was presented by W. C. Bates, and referred 
to the ward and city committee. 

In Wards One and Two there were no 
contests. In Ward Two two new candi- 
dates for the council were nominated, E.D. 
Van Tassel and Frank L. N eagle. In 
Ward One George W. Billings and J. Stur- 
gis Potter were nominated for the council. 

In Ward Six James A. Lowell and A. E. 
Alvord were nominated, and in Ward Five 
Frank L. Childs and E. W. Warren, two 
new men, were nominated for the council. 

In Ward Four the old light between the 
A. P. A. and the regulars were renewed, 
and the A. P. A. candidate, Quincy Pond, 
was badly defeated. 

In Ward Three the interest centered in 
the securing of delegates to the convention 
favorable to the rival candidates for the 
school i oard, Mrs. John T. Prince and 
Mrs. Richard Anders. Mrs. Anders se- 
cured four out of the live delegates, after 
one of the hottest lights in the history of 
the ward. The aldermanic preferences of 
the delegates are as follows; Ward One, 
II. D. Downs; Ward Two, C. E. Roberts; 
Ward Three, James T. Allen ; Ward Four, 
W. M. Knowlton; Ward Five, Thomas 
White; Ward .Six, Henry Baily; Ward 
Seven, Kirk W. Hobart.

Ward One, 7 in Ward Two, l in Ward Four, 
and 4 in Ward Five, and live were on hand 
Nov. 1. There were l> cases of scarlet I 
fever reported, con lined to Wards One, ; 
Two, Three and Five, and the same mini- j 
ber were on hand Nov. 1. Eight cases of j 
typhoid fever were reported, and 13 still I 
remain, an increase of 3 from Oct. 1st. Five 
of these are in Ward One, 2 each in Wards 
Four, Six and Seven, and one each in 
i Wards Two and Five. The cases of 
j typhoid are mostly among people who were 
' away for the summer, in some places where 
the sanitary conditions were not good. 

The Citizens' caucuses seem to have been 
only an echo of the Republican, and evi- 
dently very little interest is taken in city 
politics this year, and the vote will be a 
very light one. The heated national cam- 
paign is partly responsible, of course, as it 
has given the people all the politics they 
can stand for this year. Another reason is 
the movement to abolish all contests in 
city elections, begun a year or two ago, 
which may be all right in theory, but 
practice has everywhere demonstrated that 
two nearly evenly balanced political parties 
are an essential to good government, 
whether in a city or in a nation.

THE APPROPRIATION BILL. 

The Common Council wrestled with the 
appropriation bill until 2 o’clock, Tuesday 
morning, but they did not succeed in cut- 
ting down the total, $994,551, by more than 
a few hundred. It is an increase of about 
$(10,000 over the present year, ami it need 
hardly be said that in the present condition 
of the city’s finances, and the high tax. rate, 
such an increase is entirely out of the ques- 
tion. 

It is hoped that the board of aldermen, 
when they take up the matter, will take 
more radical action, and consider more 
seriously the condition of the city. 

The increases should be carefully looked 
after and see if they are an absolute neces- 
sity. They include a number of cases of 
increase of salary of city officials, which 
seem hardly wise to make just at this time. 
The interest account, of which so much 
has been said, has only increased about 
$30,000, while miscellaneous expenses have 
jumped up $ 4 , 000 . The Newton Centre 
Reading room appropriation is doubled, al- 
though Newton Centre men were* very 
zealous for economy when the seizing of 
the bank grounds was talked of. 

The poor department expenses have 
jumped up $16,000, which certainly would 
not seem to be needed, now that .McKinley 
is elected. 

The police department is increased about 
$7,000, providing for seven additional pa- 
trolmen, and supplies, incidentals and 
horses ;’and city hall expenses islincren-cd 
$2,000 for additions to salaries. 

The school appropriation we alwa y.s ox 
pect to ba increased, but this year it goes 
up $lo,ooo, the item for fuel being made Ja 
separate item of $8,500, instead of being in- 
cluded in the general appropriation as 
formerly. Incidentals go up $1,500 also, 
though the general appropriation is some 
$600 less than last year. 

The street light department is increased 
from $42,500 to $50,400; and watering 
streets is increased from $15,000 to $20, ooo. 

Of course it is not pleasant to go over 
each item, and cut off a few hundred here 
and a few hundred there, but it would 
mean a good deal on the total, and except 
the interest account and possibly the police 
and street light department increases, the 
other calls for increase in appropriations it 
would seem possible to avoid. We do not 
want to make Newton such an expensive 
place, that no one can afford to live here 
after we get it fixed up.

On Hospital Sunday, which occurs on the 22ml 
inst., the usual collection will he taken in ail the 
churches of Newton. 

The following statement of the work of the 
Hospital for the past ten years shows that it 
grows larger each year. With this increase of 
work and of tinaucial outlay, the Hospital Sun- 
day collection also should grow steadily, as in- 
deed it has done up to this time.

THE REPUBLICAN CAUCUSES. 


The result of the Republican caucuses 
proves that there will be no contest in the 
Republican convention over a candidate 
for Mayor, as Mayor Cobb is credited with 
having every delegate. He was the Repuli- 
lican candidate last year, and that party 
could hardly afford to violate the usual rule 
of giving the Mayor a second term, which 
has been followed since the founding of 
the city. In such a year as the present, a 
Mayor could not well have avoided making 
enemies, so many difficult questions came ! 
up for decision, and Mayor Cobh was also 
handicapped by his lack of knowledge of 
city affairs. It is almost an essential, that 
n*maynr should have had a previous train 
ing in the city council, where he can gain 
familiarity with city affairs. 

Tiie result of the caucuses siiow, how- 
ever, that a good deal of missionary work 
lias been done, especially on tiie south side 
of the city, and the result is a great victory 
for tiie Mayor and his friends. The ex- 
penses of the year, outside of tiie regular 
appropriations, have been so great, and the 
consequent increase in the tax-rate was so 
unpopular, that at one time it looked as 
though there would be a vigorous light, hut 
untiring of this appeared in tiie caucuses, 
and evidently people have come to the be- 
lief that the closest economy will be ; 
practiced another year. 

The contests for aldermen were settled 
in the caucuses, and probably tiie conven- 
tion will follow tiie wishes of tiie wards in 
every instance. The respective wards 
have endorsed Alder man Downs in Ward 
One; Councilman Roberts in Ward Two; 
Alderman Allen in Ward Three; Mr. W. 
M. Kuowlton in Ward Four; Alderman 
White in Ward Five; Councilman Bally in 
Ward Six, and Councilman Hobart in 
Ward Seven; three reelectioiis, three 
promotions from tiie common council and 
only one new man. 

For the common council there is an un- 
usual and hardly a wise proportion of new 
names presented. Wards One, '1' wo, Four, 
Five, Six and Seven have m ill u ruinate I 
two new candidates, and Ward Wiree one 
new man, leaving Councilman Davis of 
West New ton tiie only hold-over, though 
Mr. Childs lias served before, but not this 
year. Such a radical change in the hoard 
is unwise, but as tiie experienced men in 
the aldermen uru in such a large majority, 
tiie radical change is not as had as it might 
be.

sons. For more than two centuries the 
birth place of Russell has been renowned 
as the home of men of learning. It 
breathed the very atmosphere of moral 
culture and intellectual development. Its 
civil history was not less honorable than 
its annals in literature. It was here that 
the first American army, worthy the name, 
was formed to resist the encroachments of 
the British Crown. It was here that 
Washington first unsheathed his sword as 
lie stepped at the head of the Continental 
Army. 

It was Mr. Russell's good fortune to 
have been born in a community of elevat- 
ing and ennobling influences. The great 
present and the greater past furnished the 
highest ideals of manhood, but far more 
potent and permanent tbun the influence of 
locality was that of inheritance and educa- 
tion. From his father came the blood of 
the English Puritan, and from his mother 
that of the French Huguenot. These two 
races united represented the strength of 
both and the weakness of neither. It was 
this stock that has given to both England 
and America some of the most notable men 
in history. It gave to the American re- 
public at its birth the guiding mind of a 
Hamilton, and in her maturity the example 
of a Garfield. It was an inheritance of 
courage, manliness, love of liberty and ad- 
herence to principle. 

His ancestors hud fought for civil and 
religious liberty in both England and 
France, and they had found their way to 
these shores in pursuit of that liberty of 
conscience and freedom of action consist- 
ent with their ideals of true manhood and 
true citizenship. 

The great slavery agitation, which was 
in progress at the time of his birth, ripened 
into civil war four years later, the close of 
which did not come until Russell was a lad 
of 8 years. The impress of that great his- 
toric epoch upon the plastic, receptive 
mind of the child remained. lie saw with 
his boyish eyes the uprising of a great 
people in defence of the Union of the 
states; he learned early in life the terrible 
sacrifice that sometimes must be made in 
defence of principle. 

His lessons in boyhood were not from 
books alone. From his father’s lips he 
learned of Webster, of Choate, of Story 
and of Cushing; of the great leaders and 
the traditions of the Whig aristocracy of 
New England— of Sumner, and Wilson, and 
Garrison, and Phillips— the leaders of the 
greatest political reform of modern times. 
II is home life was in touch and in sym- 
pathy with the best influences of the 
domestic and social life of New England. 
His father had graduated with dis- 
tinguished honors from Harvard in 1887, 
and h d served with prominence in both 
branches of our state Legislature, and also 
as mayor of the city of Cambridge. His 
mother was a woman endowed with strong 
intellectual qualities and gifted with that 
keen perception and rare discernment 
requisite to work out the best possible re- 
sults in the education of her children. 

At an early age William was sent to the 
public school. 

Throughout his preparatory course of 
study Russell was the typical American 
schoolboy, not so fond of his books as to 
become a “grind,” and not so fond of play 
as to seriously neglect his studies. Ilis 
college course, which commenced in 1878, 
when he was but Id vears of age, was 
characterized by a steady and uniform de- 
velopment of mind and body. It was the 
life of a healthful, earnest and zealous 
youth, fond of books, and fond of play. 
He entered with zest into every kind of 
athletic sport ; lie loved then, as ever after, 
the river, the field and the forest ; he was 
exceedingly loyal to his class and enthusi- 
astic for his college. His interest and en- 
thusiasm in the great athletic contests be- 
tween Harvard and Yale was intense. N 
heart was more gladdened by victory, and 
none more cast down by defeat. These 
characteristics of college life remained 
with him until the last, and whatever 
the cares of state, the young Massa- 
chusetts Governor found time to make 
his annual pilgrimages to Springfield 
and New London. His college course 
closed in 1877, when he was but Jo years of 
age. He had not shown himself a genius, 
or of extraordinary ability in any one di- 
rection. He had, however, demonstrated 
that he possessed in a remarkable degree 
those traits of character so essential to 
permanent success, courage, manliness and 
frankness. For these traits he was loved 
and admired by his fellows. 

Upon his entrance to the Boston law 
school in tlie fall of 1877 his intellectual 
force and ability at once became apparent. 
He was now upplyiug himself to a definite 
purpose. He was no longer the schoolboy. 
The great battle of life loomed up before 


him. lie saw no royal road to suceess in 
his chosen profession. He must be con- 
tent to reach the summit, if at all, by the 
well-worn way. Two years later he gradu- 
ated with the highest honor of his class, 
and won the Lawrence prtze for the best 
legal essay. A year later lie was admitted 
to the Suffolk bar, and the young man of 
23 faced the great contest of life. 

He could have chosen no field for the 
practice of his profession where the 
achievement of fume ami fortune w ould be 
more difficult than ut the Suffolk bar. II 
-aw around him a crowded profession, em- 
bracing the best brain and culture of New 
England. 

He recognized the high standard of 
learning and integrity so long maintained 
by the Massachusetts oar, ami the years of 
continuous, persistent application neces- 
sary to ucquiic reputation and eminence in 
the profession. But this w as no obstacle 
to a young man of Russell’s temperament 
and ambition. At the time of hi- death he 
had been engaged in the practice of law lb 
years, during in of w hich he had held 
public office, und had also been the candi- 
date of his party for the position of Gov- 
ernor during two of the remaining six 
years. 

When we take into consideration the 
limited time he was at the bur, tin* • - 
fourths ot which was interrupted by ml>! 
service uml active participation * in the 
political affairs of the party with whie.j fie 
w as identified, we cannot but consider his 
progress and success as murveilous. Hu 
was possessed of most of those qualities, 
requisite to make a great lawyer. 1 i • was 
studious, thoughtful, quick of upprchci ..non, 
thorough in investigation ami forceful in 
expression. In the argument of questions 
of law before the court lie wa« the equal of 
any attorney of ins years at the Boston 
bar. lie was possessed of that quick in- 
sight of hnmuii nature, that analysis of 
motive.-, that uituhle, gen ml bearing und 
foruelu). logical argument which ultimate- 
ly w oulu hu vo made him u great jury advo- 

i ato. 

When he retired from the executive 
chamber of the commonwealth to devote 
his entire time to the practice of law, lie 
had before him a future of the greatest 
promise, ilis long public service for u

admiration to that young statesman nud 
nature’s nobleman who felt constrained to 
east aside a great honor, lest by accepting 
it lie failed to do ills full duty by those 
little ones whom God had entrusted to his 
care. 

After liis retirement from office at tho 
close of 1898 he devoted himself unremit- 
tingly to his profession. He was firm in 
his purpose never again to enter the poli- 
tical arena until he had suitably provided 
for the future. 

In the early part of the present year 
many of the leading journals in the coun- 
try advocated Ills name for the Democratic 
candidacy for President. The time hud 
not yet come when he was willing to lieu 
candidate. No doubt he entertained the 
hope that the time might come when lie 
could, without sacrifice of principle, with- 
out disregard of the duties he owed to 
others, become the standard bearer of the 
party lie loved so well, for tho greatest 
honor in the gift of the people of the great- 
est republic on earth. 

Ilis great oration at Montecello in April 
in celebration of the birthday of Thomas 
.lelTerson, brought his name more than 
ever into prominence in connection with 
the presidency. 

N o orator was ever favored with a scene 
and uu audience more inspiring than that 
which surrounded Russell at Montecello. 
He stood upon the soil of a state where his 
party was born, at the very grave of its 
founder. Clustering around him came the 
historic memories of that long line of 
statesmen, orators and soldiers which Vir- 
ginia lias given to the world, and who 
nave left their visible impress upon Ameri- 
can history. The battle fields of the Revo- 
lution and the Civil War and the heroes of 
both sleeping beneath her sod. Before him 
an audience of tiie representative men and 
w omen of the old dominion, descendants 
of tlie best b'ood and culture of the South, 
who hud come to do homuge to tlie memo- 
ry of tlie author of tlie Declaration of In- 
dependence and tlie founder of a great 
national party. And there stood the young 
orator from Massachusetts, the home of 
the Pilgrim, whose early history is so in- 
terwoven with that of \ irginiu, to pay a 
tribute to Virginia’s noble son. When 
Russell said, “We need not fear defeat — 
defeat may be but the preliminary to vic- 
tory; w e should rather fear tlie discredit of 
sacrificing principle to expediency," he 
sounded in the face of a hostile audience 
the key note of the national campaign that 
was before him. The fearless, tlie in- 
trepid, tlie sagacious son of the North 
dared to assert and defend his beliefs on 
southern soil, and in tlie very face of tlie 
great political leaders of the state who en- 
tertained opposing views. 

Three months later, in the national con- 
vention of his party at Chicago, lie made 
tlie last public speech of his life. He was 
there to place himself on record in behalf 
of those principles lie had believed to be 
right and which ultimately lie believed 
must prevail. To his mind, the great party 
which he cherished and believed in— tlie 
party of Jefferson, of Jackson, of Madison 
and Monroe, the party that twice had 
placed Cleveland at tlie liead of tlie nation 
—was now in tlie actual control of its 
enemies. He saw this great party pro- 
mulgating doctrines utterly at vuriunce 
with its foundation principles. He raised 
his voice in protest and appeal, but with- 
out avail, but tlie close of that magnificent 
speeeli breathed the hope of tlie future as 
lie concluded: “When this storm has sub- 
sided, and the dark clouds of passion and 
prejudice have passed away, and there 
comes after tlie turmoil of this convention 
a sober second thought, then tlie protest, 
we of the minority now make, will be held 
as tlie ark of tlie covenant of tlie faith, 
with which wfeiliall meet, again united, to 
carry our old principles to triumph and to 
victory.” 

But he little knew’ when that “sober 
second thought” would come to tlie De- 
mocracy of the South and the West : unless 
it did come; any high ambitions und hopes 
lie may have entertained could never be 
satisfied. Some men can change the poli- 
tical beliefs of a lifetime in a single night— 
but Russell could not. To him they were 
a creed, born of inheritance, and strength- 
ened by education and reflection. The be- 
liefs of tlie party as expressed in its Chica- 
go platform must first change— his could 
not. But lie was still young, the years 
stretched peaceably out before him, and in 
their embrace clustered the opportunities 
of tlie future. He possessed tlie conscious 
pride of tlie strength that was within him, 
of tlie service he had performed, and of the 
possibilities that awaited him. Not for one 
moment did lie lose faith in himself or iu 
the ultimate return of his party to the 
principles of its founders. 

lie returned from tlie convention weary, 
worn and dissatisfied. His pale, serious 
face reflected tlie anxieties and the disap- 
pointments of the scene lie hud just left. 
Ilis weary, anxious mind craved tlie silent 
forest, away from tlie passions, the preju- 
dices and the selfish ambitions of men. He 
longed once more for tlie quiet companion- 
ship of those he loved und trusted. 

From tho full tide of early manhood, 
with all its hopes, its ambitions, umlits 
victories— from domestic ties so strom/so 
sweet, that nothing but deatli could suiider 
—from a great circle of devoted friends pre- 
pared to render any service and make any 
sacrifice for the idol of their heurts— from 
all these he was, without tlie slightest 
warning, forever separated. 

( in tlie night of July 15. on tlie banks of 
a lonely river, beneuth tlie silent trees of 
tiie primeval forest, on tlie northern verge 
of American civilization, and beneath tlie 
flag of another country, the great, noble 
heart of Williutu Kustis Russell ceased to 
lieut. 

Calm as though iu sleep, lie lay at rest, 
but in tlie very blossoming of his earnest 
manhood, his requiem chanted by nature's 


chusetts politics. During tlie 40 years pre- 
ceding the first election of Russell in 18* to, 
but two Democratic candidates were elect- 
ed Governor of this commonwealth; tlie 
first was in 1874. the year of the great poli- 
tical revolution, when the popular William 
Gaston was carried iu on the tidal wave, 
and the second was in 1882, when Gen, 
Butler, with a Democratic nomination, 
supplemented by the labor vote, carried 
the state by a small majority. 

But young Russell, during three succes- 
sive years of Republican supremacy in 
national affairs, and against the earnest re- 
sistance of the dominant party, w as able, 
by tlie force of his commanding ability and 
personal popularity, to win the election to 
the highest office in the gift of the people 
of the Old Bay state. 

His first canvass as candidate for Gov- 
ernor was made in 1888, when he was but 
81 years of age. His speeches possessed 
then all the characteristics of those of later 
years— earnest, candid, forcible. He was 
Inspired with the traditions of the Jeffer- 
sonian party. lie had received by itiheri- 
ance the principles of the Democratic 
party. H;s father, enjoying for many 
years the friendship and the confidence of 
Daniel Webster, w as an ardent supporter 
of the Whig party, but, like Webster, he 
belonged to the conservative wing, and 
w hen the party organ izat ion became broken 
during the anti-slavery agitation preceding 
the civil war. the eider Russell drifted 
over to the Democratic party and became a 
firm believer in tlie doctrines of Jefferson. 

The son adopted the beliefs of the father, 
but they were beliefs approved by his 
conscience and judgment. He advocated 
them because lie believed them, lie had 
tlie courage and the manliness to advocate 
them in a community and a state where 
popular opinion was against him, but tlie 
people of Massachusetts listened to Him. 
They recognized that he w as a young man 
of extraordinary ability, absolutely honest 
and fully in earnest. Each year his forces 
increased; men buried party beliefs and 
prejudices and voted for tlie young leader 
because they liked him ami believed in 
him. 

In 1890 a majority of tlie Massachusetts 
voters were on his side and stood by him 
until the last. Old line Republicans who 
had voted for Gardner and Banks way 
back in the fifties voted for Russell in the 
nineties. They were proud of him as a 
Massachusetts boy. To their minds it was 
not the candidate of the Democratic party 
that was running for office, it was “Billy” 
Russell, and us such lie must be elected. 
Ilis support came from tlie w ealthiest and 
also from the humblest. His intellect and 
heart appealed alike to both classes. He 
addressed himself to men’s reasons and not 
to their prejudices. lie recognized in man 
his best and noblest qualities, and strove to 
win his support by appealing to his judg- 
ment and conscience. 

Gov. Russell’s success in Massachusetts 
politics was the triumph of personal popu- 
larity. 

Measured as such it lias no parallel in 
the history of American politics. The 
triumphant election of William Henry 
Harrison in the presidential contest of 
1840 was the victory of the Whig party, 
magnificently organized and capable of 
making Irresistabie attacks upon the vul- 
nerable administration of Van Buren. 
Gen. Banks was thrice elected Governor of 
Massachusetts by overwhelming majori- 
ties, but lie was the representative and ex- 
ponent of a great moral reform that had 
originated in Massachusetts and taken 
deep root in the hearts of our people. His 
triumph was the triumph of tiie expression 
of tlie people against the further extension 
of human slavery upon free soil ; the vic- 
tory of General Butler in 188”, although 
partaking in some degree of a personal 
success, was achieved by appeals to the 
masses as against tlie classes, and aided by 
the support of a restless, dissatisfied labor 
element. 

Russell’s marvellous political triumph 
was not dependent upon the organization 
of liis party or the weakness of his adver- 
sary : lie was not tlie exponent of any popu- 
lar reform movement; lie did not appeal to 
I class prejudices, nor was lie assisted by 
any feeling of unrest among tiie toiling 
masses. In years of comparative prosperi- 
ty under a national Republican adminis- 
tration, with no new issue before the coun- 
try, lie preached flic old and time-honored 
principles of Jefferson and the old doctrine 
of “tariff for revenue only.” in a manner 
so strong, so convincing and so fascinating, 
that lie absolutely forced the dominant 
party from its intrenchmeuts on Bcucou 
Hill, and held them against the most earn- 
est and desperate efforts of the opposition 
through the two succeeding state elections, 
one of which occurred in a presidential 
year, iu which tlie nominal Republican 
majority was nearly 30, oou. 

Gov. Russell’s administration of public 
affairs was able, honest and faithful, lie 
became mayor of Cambridge when but 28 
years of age. Throughout liis municipal

The New High School Building. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: — 

I trust you will allow me sufficient space 
to bring to the attention of your readers a 
very important matter in connection with 
the building of the new High school. 

The city is erecting a beautiful building, 
which will be the costliest public edifice in 
Newton. Thanks to the ability of the 
architects, and to the care given by the 
public property committee, which has the 
matter in charge, we shall have a school 
building accommodating non pupils, at a 
cost of about $ 180 , 000 , while the cities of 
Cambridge and Springfield are about to ex- 
pand §250,000, each for the same accom- 
modation. 

While something 1ms been saved by using 
the so-called new part of the old school 
house, yet it made it more difficult to plan 
the new building satisfactorily, and it is t<» 
the treatment of the old building that I 
wish to call your readers attention. 

At this time when tlie expenses of the 
city are so heavy, the public property com- 
mittee, in the interest of economy, thought 
it advisable to have tlie old building, which 
is of red brick, painted to harmonize with 
the new structure, which is to be of buff 
brick. 

This would give a patched appearance at 
tlie start, for in addition to tlie contrast 
between tlie painted walls and the natural 
face of tlie brick, tlie bricks used in tlie two 
portions are of a different size. 

It could not be satisfactorily remedied 
later, and if attempted, it would be at a 
cost much in excess of what the proper 
treatment of tlie matter would demand 
now. 

At the present time tlie old building can 
be veneered with new buff brick on tlie 
first and second stories, the third story is 
to be taken down under present plans, ami 
in tlie rebuilding can be constructed of tlie 
buff brick instead of red brick, afterwards 
to be painted, as now intended. The stone 
window sill sand capping, which cannot be 
made to harmonize, can be replaced, and 
the . exterior made new throughout for 
about > 7 .">oo. But the real difference in cost 
is less than this, for the brick facing will 
require no expenditure for future care, 
while tlie painted walls will lmve to lie re- 
painted every two or three years at a cost 
of several hundred dollars. 

The pith of the question is this: Is it 
wise economy for the city to save $50noat 
the cost of having their most expensive 
public building disfigured for all time’.’ 

With tlie pressure for economy in these 
times the public property committee is in an 
embarrassing position. Will not their 
fellow citizens relieve them from it by 
stilting emphatically that they approve ot 
the small extra expenditure necessary to 
make our chief school building, the home 
of nearly one thousand of our children, as 
perfect and complete as possible, and an 
ornament to our city, worthy of it.

AS THEY IMPRESS NOVELIST DAHKIK IN 
THIS COUNTRY. 

Club Dinner in New 
Reported by the Outlook.] 

I wish I were not so terrified at the 
sound of my own voice, so that L could say 
how much we value the honor you do us 
this evening. But there is no denying I urn 
a dumb dog— have been all my life. This 
is the only dinner that ever was given to me 
(laughter), and I have but just now experi- 
enced a passionate desire to get beneath the 
table. I have dreaded this moment all the 
week, and at times 1 have actually wished 
that the silver candidate would be elected, 
for then none of you millionaires would 
have been able to pay for this dinner. I 
am sure you are all millionaires. I have 
had to give upjuany preconceived Ideas of 
Americans since I came here, but this one 
about millionaires I will stick to. I asked 
some publishers here if theauthors weren’t 
all millionaires, and they said they didn’t 
know for certain, but that they all ought to 
be. The authors’ opinion of the publishers 
I have not asked. Five minutes after I 
landed here I was asked by a reporter for 
my views on the money question, but 1 re- 
ferred my questioner to my publisher. I 
have been asked many questions by report- 
ers here, but the commonest one, I think, 
is what were the names of my books. Of 
coarse I always gave the list, and the next 
day I read with pleasure that I was Mr. 
Barrie, “w hose books have drawn laughter 
mid tears from all of us.” One reporter 
was charmed with my “Beside the llonnie 
Brier Bush.” I said he was very kind to 
say so, but Dr. Nicoll corrected him. Then 
he explained that lie meant of course, “Tlio 
Stick it Minister,” and when lie found that 
that was also a mistake he declared that 
what he really meant was that charming 
seriel now running in the Century and called 
“Silly Tommy.” Another reporter asked 
me it l intended on my return to write a 
book of American notes, like those “Charles 
Dixon” had written. Another thing 
that my questioners have greatly desired to 
know is what I think of the American 
girl; but 1 told no one that and I shall tell 
it to no one except the American girl her- 
self: 1 think l have already told it to one 
or two. The thing that has struck me most 
of all about your country is yoni colleges 
and university s-so many of them you have. 
1 think they are the most splendid things 
in America. The ones l liked best of all 
are the colleges for girls, and the college 
for girls I liked best of all was Smith 
college at Northampton, Mass. The Smith 
girl I liked best of all was- or— well, the only 
speech I ever made I made at Smith college 
and the Smith girls made me promise not to 
address any more colleges for girls. What 
impresses me especially about this gather- 
ing is to see so many publishers and authors 
gather here, all quite friendly. Times have 
changed since a certain author was execut- 
ed for murdering his publisher.

The city campaign this year Is un- 
paralleled in the history /if Newton, as 
there are no contests over the principal 
city offlcos. 

Both parties liave nominated Mayor 
Cobb, who will have the honor of a unani- 
mous election. 

Henry E. Cobh was born In Hartford, 
Conn., in 18.80, and is a lineal descendant of 
Elder Henry Cobb, who settled in Barnsta- 
ble in 1634. He was brought to Newton 
when a young child, and was educated in 
the Newton schools. He graduated from 
the Newton high school at the ago of 14, 
and at once entered the employ of tiie 
Newton National bunk. Later he was 
employed by the old firm of Potter, White 
A Bayley of Boston. lie remained with 
this house for 12 years. At the end of this 
time he wont into the banking house of It. 
L. Day Sc Co. and became an auctioneer for 
tiie firm. 

In 1874 he became a member of the firm 
of Brewster, Bassett A Co., which later 
did business under the stylo of Brewster, 
(’ohb Sc Estabrook. He retired from the 
active membership of the firm last year, al- 
though he still retains an interest in the 
business. For several years he represent- 
ed the firm on the floor of the stock ex- 
change, and was for some time tiie vice 
president of that body. 

Helms for many years been interested in 
municipal politics, and has served two 
years in the board of aldermen and several 
years in tiie school board as representative 
from Ward One. Last year lie was elected 
mayor, on the republican ticket, over Al- 
bert II. Roffe of Newton Centre. This 
fall lie. was one of the leading candidates 
for tiie congressional nomination in tiie 
lltli district, hut retired in favor of Chas 
F. Sprague of Brookline. 

He is a prominent member of the Eliot 
church, one of the directors of the Ameri- 
can foreign missionary board, president of 
tiie Claflin Guard Veteran Association, a 
Mason, a trustee of the New England Con- 
servatory of music, and an ex-president of 
tiie Newton club. 

There are 110 contests over the aldermen, 
and the following are the nominees: 

Ward 1, Henry W. Downs; Ward 2, 
Christopher E. Roberts; Ward 3, James T. 
Allen; Ward 4, William A. Knowlton; 
Ward 5, Thomas White; Ward 6, Henry 
Bailey; Ward 7, Kirk W. Hobart. 

It has been confidently expected since 
tiie opening of tiie municipal campaign 
that there would be a lively contest for the 
vacant position in the school board from 
Ward 3, between Mrs. Richard Anders and 
Mrs. John T. Prince. The preliminary 
campaign in tiie ward was a lively one, but 
Mrs. Anders has succeeded in securing 
both nominations. It is stated, however, 
that Mrs. Princa will run on nomination 
papers. 

All the other candidates for the school 
board liave received tiie nominations of 
botli parties. 

The only contests over the selection of 
members of tiie common council are in 
Wards 1,2 and 5. I 11 every case the Re- 

publicans claim a walk-over for their can- 
didates. 

In Ward 1, John Sturgis Potter has re- 
ceived the nomination of both parties, and 
tiie Republican candidate, George M. Bill- 
ings of tiie Nonantmn district, will be op- 
posed by John Flood, who was defeated 
last year by Councilman Bailey. 

In Ward 2, Frank L. Neagle and E. I). 
Van Tassel i have been nominated by the 
Republicans and II. M. Chase and J. G. 
Hannon by the Citizens. In Ward 5 the 
two parties have united on E. W. Warren, 
The Republicans have nominated as his 
colleague Frank I.. Childs of Wabo. 11 , whom 
the Citizens will oppose with Walter 
Chealoy. 

Never before in Newton has there been 
such a harmonious campaign, and never 
have there been so many new and inexperi- 
enced men nominated for tiie city council. 

Many of tiie leaders of the Citizens' 
party refused to take part in tiie movement 
this year because of attempts which were 
being made to defeat Mayor Cobh for re- 
110111 i nation, and others simply took part in 
order to keep the party together. 

The result of tiie caucuses will be to 
semi 18 new members to the common coun- 
cil. Councilman Davis, of Ward 8 will be 
tiie only old member of the board, and in 
tiie upper board Aldermen Downs and 
Allen will bo tiie only members of the 
present board returned. 

The almost complete harmony in matters 
political is expected t/i result in a small 
vote at the election Dec. 1, and hardly half 
the registered vote of the city is expected 
to be polled.

His father, Bennett, a yeoman, was a 
landholder in the parishes of Ware, Wind- 
ford, Hunsdon and Estweek, in the county 
of Hertfordshire and elsewhere, and he be- 
queathes In his will made Nov. 5, 1621, the 
profits of these lands to the amount of £H 
annually to “trusty and well beloved 
friends” for the maintenance of his son 
John in the University of Cambridge

1610, and the degree of A. 11. was conferred 
upon him in 1622. 

The only record of his life during the 
next nine years is that lie was employed as 
a teacher in a grammar school at Little 
Bnddow, near Chelmsford, England, first 
established by Ilev. Thomas Hooper, the 
pastor of the church that, first Duilt at 
Cambridge, Mass., was removed to Hart- 
ford, Conn.

Imprison- 
ment awaited those who were bold in 
their opposition, and many hastened to the 
New World as a refuge from persecution^- 

John Eliot landed at Boston. Mass., Notf. 

4, 1031. Three brothers and three sisters" 
accompanied him, or came over a few 
vears later. He adjoined to the church at 
Boston and there he exercised in the ab- 
sence of' Mr. Wilson, the pastor of that 
church, who had gone back to England. 

Eliot’s fame depends mainly upon his 
labor in Christianizing the Indians. The 
translations of the Bible and several other 
books into their language, are his im- 
perishable monument. As far north as the 
Merrimac river, as far east as Cape Cod, to 
the towns in the southern part of Massa- 
chusetts, to Brookfield, sixty miles west of 
Boxbury to north eastern Connecticut and 
to the vicinity of Hartford, and to Martha’s 
Vineyard he travelled, proclaiming the 
gospel to the red man with an enthusiasm 
that brought many under its influence. 

At Nonantum, in the northeast corner of 
Newton, on the south side of Charles river, 
five miles from lloxbury, on Oct. 2 H, ‘‘four 
of us” went to the wigwam of Woanbon 
and there we met a company of Indians, 
men, women, and children, “gathered to- 
gether from all quarters round about.” 
After a prayer in English, Mr. Eliot 
preached to them in their own tongue for 
an hour and a quarter. When asked if 
they understood all that he had said, many 
voices replied in the affirmative. (Questions 
followed, curious, wonderful, and interest- 
ing. The meeting lasted three hours, and 
the Indians said they were not weary, but 
their instructors resolved to leave them 
“with an appetite.” 

An appointment for another meeting was 
made, and apples were given to the chil- 
dren, and tobacco to the men. 

The Indians desired more ground to 
build a town, and it was promised that the 

g overnment should be petitioned in their 
ehalf for this purpose. 

The second meeting differed from the 
first in this way, it was closed with a 
prayer, “in their own language, for above 
a quarter of an hour.” 

They also had a third and fourth meet- 

1,1 The Indians showed great willingnes^to 
receive the gospel, requesting that their 
children might find homes with their white 
friends in order that they might be trained 
in the right way, and some adults sought 
employment with the settlers that they 
might receive instruction in the truths of 
Christianity. 

It was then believed by many of the 
white people that these children were the 
descendants of the lost tribes of Israel, and 
this idea made the settlers take more inter- 
est in converting them. 

Mr. Eliot thought that the Indians must 
give up their roving habits, and become 
members of settled communities, before 
they could make much progress in the 
Christian life. 

Natick, seventeen miles southwest of 
Boston, a place “somewhat remote from 
the English,” was selected as a very de- 
sirable one for a town, and thither the 
Indians of Nonantum and other “praying 
Indians” as the converts were called, re- 
moved in 1651. 

When the infirmities of age made him too 
feeble for tl«i exertions of an active life, 
he proposed that negro servants should be 
sent to him for religious instruction, and a 
boy made blind by falling into the lire, was 
taught by him to repeat many chapters of 
the Bible. 

One of his last recorded acts was to give 
bv deed, in 16SH. about seventy-live acres of 
land for “the maintenance, support and en 
couragement of a school and school master 
at that part of Boxbury commonly called 
Jamaica, or the Pond Plain, for the teach- 
ing and instruction of children of that end 
of the town, (together with such Indians 
and negroes as shall or may come to the 
said school..) 

John Eliot died in Boxbury, Mass., May 

21, 16‘M>. 

His remains were placed in the parish 
tomb in the old burying ground at Box- 
bury. 

No authentic likeness of him exists. 
There is a picture known as the Whitin; 
portrait of the “Apostle” but there is no 
authority for the statement that it is a rep 
resentation of John Eliot. 

His name is inscribed, with those of his 
successors in the ministry at Boxbury, 
upon a monumental structure that covers 
the tomb. 

There is a monument to his memory in 
the Indian burying ground at South 
Natick, a granite watering-trough at Can- 
ton, Mass., and a memorial structure at 
Newton, on or near the site of Nonantum, 
where the apostle first preached to the 
Indians.

THE LIFE AND ’LABORS OF JOHN HLIOT. 

In this glorious nineteenth cen ury, 
are inclined to flutter ourselves lb*’ the 
greatest achievements the world i as iver 
seen in many branches of kuowlu go and 
civilization have been attained < ine in 
our own life, or that of our ii moiiute 
predecessors. And not least an. ni the 
great advances of this age, advances sig- 
nalized bv discoveries and inventions, and 
new revelations of the laws of Nature and 
Nature’s Hod to men,— not least among 
these advances has been the progress made 
in the evangelization of the world. Thu 
grand missionary movement of the nine- 
teenth century will leave its deen imprint 
upon the nations of the world, long after 
the inventions ami customs to which this 
period has given rise have disappeared. 

Yet missionary work is only in its most 
limited sense a product of this century. 
Thu world’s history has had many noble 
examples of Christian missionaries in 
many different ages, and it is of the work 
of one of these heroes that this two Uun- . 
died und fiftieth anniversary reminds us, 


for grammar and languages, which proved 
an Invaluable blessing to himself and to 
others. Ho was educated at (Tunbridge 
University, ami purposed to enter the min- 
istry, although fully conscious that there 
was no opening for a non-conformist in his 
native England. The knowledge that he 
would bo exposed to religious persecution 
could not hinder the fullest consecration of 
his powers to his Creator. 

Eliot believed that, with the exception of 
the ministry, a school-teacher’s calling was 
that in which the most good could be done. 
Thus, for lack of an opening in the church, 
he became the assistant of Thomas Hooker 
in his grammar school at Essex. This man 
was a Puritan clergyman, who knew from 
experience what Ills young friend might 
have to suffer. But even in these con- 
genial surroundings, Eliot's heart must 
liavo yearned for more direct work for 
Christ; and when the opportunity offered, 
he left his native land to live and labor in 
the New England colony, unrestricted by 
the customs and prejudices of many of his 
countrymen. 

His first work was already awaiting him. 
The pastor of a Boston church was tem- 
porarily absent in England, and Eliot was 
nvited to take his place. For one year he 
filled this vacancy, giving entire satisfac- 
tion, so that it was with the deep regret of 
his people, that he left in 1632, to become 
iJie pastor of a new church started in Box- 
bury by some of his former friends, who 
had just come from England. He remained 
the pastor of this church until near his 
death. 

The life in the new colony brought new 
scenes to Eliot’s attention. life had never 
In England seen such degradation ami 
misery as were continually brought to his 
notice among the Indiuns Their destitu- 
tion and poverty greatly impressed him. 
Ills naturally tender heart was moved with 
compassion at the thought of their spiritu- 
al degradation of whir* *■*“*“

state was only a symbol. He was 
believe from his observations of their cus- 
toms, some of which resemble those of the 
Jews, that the American Indians were the 
lost tribes of Israel, and he shared the 
Apostle Paul's deeu desire for the salvation 
of that chosen people. The old Macedoni- 
an call, which has resounded through the 
ages with ever-increasing force, “Come 
over and help us,” urged him to make it 
his purpose to bring what light he could, 
with Hod’s help, into the midnight dark- 
ness of the Indian. 

The charter of the Massachusetts colony 
had specified as one of the aims of the set- 
tlement the evangelization and civilization 
of the Indians; and in 1446 an act was 
passed by the General Court of Massachu- 
setts, to encourage the furtherance of that 
Gospel among the natives. Eliot had al- 
ready been preparing for this work by the 
study of the Mohegan language, which was 
the chief dialect of the Indians in eastern 
Massachusetts, and he seemed the one best 
fitted for the duties ef missionary to that 


“Prayers and pains through faith in Jesus i 
Christ, will do anything,” said he, after 
finishing his Indian grammar, which had 
cost him hours of labor, beyond his study 
of the language for his own use. 

His chief literary work was the transla- 
tion of the Bible into Mohegan. This 
language, comparatively speaking, was not 
difficult to acquire. It had a vocabulary 
sufficient to permit the expression of 
Biblical thought. Its chief peculiarity con- 
sisted in the length of the words, one or 
two of which contained forty-two letters. 
Cotton Mather 1ms quaintly remarked, 
"One would think they iiad been growing 
ever since Babel, into the dimensions to 
which they are now extended.” 

Eliot’s home-life was pervaded with the 
sweetness of his influence and character. 
Hi« wife was a meet companion for him, 
sympathizing with Ills efforts, and making 
his home a rest from outside care, for 
more than fifty years. His six children, a 
daughter and five sons, did honor to their 
parents, and showed themselves worthy of 
their godly inheritance. Of them Eliot 
said in later life, that “they were all in 
Christ or with Christ.” 

As long as his health permitted active ex- 
ertion, Eliot continued his periodical visits 
to the praying Indians. When his increas- 
ing weakness forced his absence from 
them, he was still too energetic to give up 
all work for his Master. Seeing the degra- 
dation of the negroes in the colony, his 
loving heart longed to aid them, and for a 
short time he assembled all those in the 
neighborhood for instruction. Another 
object for sympathy and kindness he found 
In a young boy, partially blinded by an 
accident. This boy he helped in laying the 
foundation of an education. 

Toward the end of his life. Eliot was 
subject to “fits of languor,” and attacks of 
fever, and In May, 16110, lie passed quietly 
from earth. His faith and joy in the Lord 
were with him, until faith chunged to 
sight, and he entered into the fuller joy of 
his Lord’s presence. Two of his most 
prominent characteristics, his humility, and 
his unliaging zeal for the work so near his 
heart, are plainly shown in the expression 
of his sentiments nothing before his death. 

“There is a cloud, a dark oloud, upon the 
w ork of the Gospel among the poor Indians. 
The Lord revive ami prosper that work, 
and grant it may live when I am dead. It 
is a work which I have been doing much 
and long about. But what was the word I 
spoke last? I recall that word, ‘My do- 
ing ;’ alas, they have been poor and small 
and lean doings, and I w ill be the man that 
shall throw the first stone at them all.”

rhe first preaching service was held in 
the wigwUm of an Indian sachem, who 
had culled many of his people together to 
hear the white man’s message. This 
Indian has left a reminder of himself in 
the name of Waban, which means “wind.” 

With great tact Eliot chose as his text 
Ezekiel 37:'.*, "Prophesy unto the wind.” 
The symbolism pleased the Indians. They 
listened attentively to the long sermon, in 
which the main truths of Christianity were 
set forth in the Indian tongue by Eliot. 
Then followed questions by the Indians on 
different subjects, varying from theology 
and Biblical history to science and philoso- 
phy. Their questions were answered by 
Eliot and his companions as best they 
could, with the assistance of an interpret- 
er when necessary. 

Four meetings of this kind took place in 
the latter part of 1646, with encouraging 
results. The Indians showed a steadily in- 
creasing interest, and their questions wit- 
nessed to their eagerness to learn. 

They asked, for instance, if God could 
understand prayers in the Indian language; 

ft was; how the world became 
so full of people; if all were drowned in 
the Hood; and why the “sea water” was 
salt und “land water” fresh. 

The Indians were so much in earnest 
that they offered their children to be edu- 
cated in the households of the settlers, 
and desired their squaws to learn to 
spin. They began to improve their 
homes, to build fences and cultivate 
the land, under Eliot’s direction. They 
formed a village of praying Indians, and 
when they asked what they should name 
the town they wore told “it should be 
called Noonutomen, which signifies in 
English, rejoicing, because, they hearing 
the Word, and seeking to know God, the 
English did rejoice at it.” 

But the settlement at Nonurtum lasted 
only three or four years. The incompati- 
bility of the two civilizations, the difference 
between English und Indian ideas of right 
and wrong, and, worst of all, the demoraliz- 
ing influence of ungodly settlers, decided 
Eliot that a situation farther removed from 
the English colonists was more desirable 
for his Christian Indians. 

He obtained a grant of two thousand 
acres, lying on both sides of the river 
Charles, at Natick, the “hilly place.” and 
removed Ills Indian settlement thither in 
1650, with the approvul of the government 
of the Massachusetts colony. The new 
town prospered steadily. A bridge was 
built across the river, and a house erected, 
which served for both church and school, 
and had a second story, part of which was 
used as a store-room, the rest as a study 
for Eliot during his visits to the village. 
An Indian teacher was hired, and the 
school became u m eat source of strength to 
the work, as an educator and trainer of the 
young. 

The government of this settlement is of 
peculiar inrerest. Following Eliot’s sug- 
gestion. the Indians chose ruiers in accord- 
ance with the Mosaic system ; u ruler of a 
hundred, and subordinate rulers of tifties 
and tens. 

But the praying Indians had serious 
obstacles to encounter. The opposition of 
members of their own race became almost 
religious persecution, one ground for which 
was the cutting of their long hair, in which 
they had taken pride. Their chief enemies 
wore thelPowow s, or sorcerers, whose duties 
seem to have included those of priest and 
physican. They wore known to be associ- 
ated with the devil, who had upnearod to 
them in a dream in the form of serpent, 
thus calling them to his service. In one of 
his meetings Eliot was enublcd to silence a 
Powow.by asking him, after he had ac- 
knowledged that God was the author of all 
good, why he prayed to the devil? 

The prosperity of the settlement was un- 
broken until 1675. Then King Philip’s war 
burst upon New Euglund in its fury. Tills 
was a last desperate struggle of the Indians 
uguinst the encroaching colonists. The 
conspiracy was especially strong in (’on- 
necticiit.but all the Indians were suspected 
of participation. The settlement at Natick 
was dispersed by force of arms and many 
men, women and children were carried 
away to lieer ;lslaud. One of their most 
respected haulers were arrested and exe- 
cuted before Eliot could interfere. Al- 
though a number of the inhabitants re 
turned after the war, the settlement neve 
recovered its former prosperity. During 
the conflict, Eliot met King Philip himself, 
and tried to interest him in the Gospel. 
But the king disdainfully pointed 
button on Eliot’s cout, and told him that 
this religion was of no more consequence to 
him than the button.

THE ASSESSORS. 


The assessors have been much criticised 
this year for their delay in getting out the 
tax bills, and a good deal of fault, most of 
it unjustly, has been formed with the 
management of that department. 

In the first place, we have only three 
principal assessors, the same number that 
was thought necessary 26 years ago, when 
the work was not one tenth of what is re- 
quired today. Newton has grow n in these 
26 years, the farms have been divided up 
into house lots, the few streets have been 
multiplied and the tax-payers have in- 
creased in every direction. 

It is the duty of the three principal as- 
sessors to divide the city between them, 
and to personally visit every piece of prop- 
erty and question every tax-payer in their 
district, to see “that no guilty man es- 
capes.” 

Mr. Rogers, for instance, has Wards One, 
Two and Seven, to take care of between the 
first of May and the first of September, 
and the work is more than two men could 
do in that time. The Charter revision 
committee have sought to remedy this, and 
will recommend that the number of 
principal assessors be not less tlmu five. 
The present charter limits the number to 
three. 

This trouble exists every year, and also 
the delay caused hy the Registry of Deeds 
at Cambridge being so far behindhand 
with their work, that they can not furnish 
the Newton assessors with the list of 
changes in the ownership of property until 
long after the date at which this is 
needed. 

Then this year, the ward and precinct 
lines hud been changed, und the assessors 
had to wait for the city engineer's olfice to 
furnish them the new lines. All the im- 
provements in Newton have caused the 
engineer's office to be flooded with work, 
and this delay was unavoidable. Another 
year, this trouble will not be experienced, 
and even with the present force the return 
can be made several weeks earlier. 

As for the salaries paid in the assessors 
department, they are very low' compared 
witli other departments and the great im- 
portance of this department to the city. 
Without this department, all the others 
would be in a bad way. If an assessor is 
worthy to hold the office at all, his value to 
the city increases every year, and the 
salaries should be sufficient to retain men 
who have proved their ability. The board 
could not afford to lose the services of Mr. 
Minor, especially as it is said that Mr. 
Jackson is about to retire, and the city can 
well afford to pay him enough to make it 
worth his while. Inexperience, and want 
of knowledge of city affairs, limy pass in the 
city council, but it would work havoc in 
the assessors' department. 


IlOSRIT VL SUNDAY. 


The Sunday before Thanksgiving has for 
several years been observed as Hospital 
Sunday, when the attendants at the 
ehim lies have an opportunity to express 
their feelings of thankfulness by their gifts 
to this noblest of our charities. The re- 
sponse has always been generous, but this 
year it is hoped that it will be especially 
so, as the w’ork of the hospital is constant- 
ly growing, and every year sees a greater 
demand for its ministrations to the sick. 

Last year the total was $0,821 •, and it is 
hoped that tiiis year it will be increased to 
>10, duo, as that sum is urgently needed. 

The Newton Hospital has come to be re- 
garded as a model institution, throughout 
New England, and many other cities have 
follow ed the example we have set. Every 
citizen may well feel proud of its reputa- 
tion. and by giving what he van afford, he 
can feel a personal pride as well, in that lie 
is helping to maintain such uu institution. 

The hospital trustees have issued an 
urgent appeal to* the people, und the 
figures they present in this issue, show 
that the number of the sick who have been 
cared for have largely increased the pust 
ytar. There have been a number of 
times when the entire resources of the 
Hospital have been taxed to their fullest 
extent, every bed has been occupied, and 
some have hud to be refused, so that it ouir 
readily be seen that all the money thut is 
contributed will be needed the coming 
yeur. 

In this connection a word of praise 
should be given to tlie Hospital managers, 
who look after ull the expenses so careful- 
ly, ami have given so generously of their 
time, to forward the good work. It is due 
to their care thut the revenues of the Hos- 
pital have been made to cover such a great 
amount of work uml also thut the income 
from paying patients uml from other 
sources has been made to puy part of the 
expenses. They have made it a place 
where people could be sure of having Lite 
most enlightened cure uml nursing, whether 
they were paying patients or not, ami 
where both poor and rich may feel 


In giving out notice of the Hospital Sun- 
day collection last Sunday in Grace church, 
Dr. Shinn said he hoped no one’s interest 
in the work of the hospital would he 
diminished by the very misleading articles 
w hich had appeared in some of the news- 
papers. Hy whomsoever inspired, and 
whatever was their object, the effect of 
these articles was to give the impression 
that the hospital was a money making in- 
stitution, and that it was trying to carry 
out a cheap trick at the expense of the 
city. The fnet of the matter is that the 
appropriation made by the city is really a 
saving of expense, for the city could not 
support the contagious wards alone for 
that sum, to say nothing of the many other 
cases. The hospital has treated over 700 
patients this last year and has expended 
over $26,000. Part of this sum has been 
earned outside by the nurses, part has 
come from the payments by patients in the 
Coburn ward, and part from other patients. ; 
The collections in the churches amounted 
to over $6000, and the city has paid S10,- 
000. If the city appropriates less this year 
or if less is contributed in the churches the 
institution is unable to meet its expenses. 
It needs every dollar it can earn, every 
dollar the city has appropriated, and every 
dollar likely to be offered on Hospital Sun- 
day. It is not easy to understand how- 
anyone can throw the slightest obstacle in 
the way of an institution which lias 
brought honor to our city.

ceptible, becomes swift and issues in the 
"arrowy'* Rhone, is embraced on both 
sides by the city of Geneva, which hugs 
more straitly the impatient river hurrying 
to the sep. It must hasten, for the whole 
lake presses and will have no other outlet 
for its flood. I have seen no estimate of 
the amount of water daily discharged by 
the lake. 1 have followed the swift cur- 
rent to the point where the Arve joins it, 
and adds largely to its volume. 

The fall is enough to be utilized. The 
city will he able by and by to make use of 
18,000 horse power taken from the current 
of this Rhone. The right to use this power 
was granted by the state in 188*2, and voted 
by Geneva in 1883. Two islands, near each 
other, in the midst of the stream, make 
comparatively easy the control of the 
power, by means of gates beside a bridge 
from the* right bank to the lesser island, 
and by another set of gates parallel with 
the current, between the two. The work 
began in 1883 and was completed in 1887. 

It was necessary to deepen the river ami 
this was done in the left arm in 1883 1886, 
in the right arm 1880-1887 ; from the bridge 
of the gates, called the "Machine Bridge," 
to a point just below the bridge, “COn- 
louvreniere," no great distance. The 
water of the left arm drives *20 turbines of 
210 horse-power each, contained in an es- 
tablishment near the bridge last named 
above. Here are the water works that 
supply the city, without stint, with water 
for all needs, public and private. Two of 
the turbines are employed in bringing from 
the lake pure water for drinking. Prof. 
Tyndall and others have upon scientific 
examination, declared this water the 
purest used in any large city in Europe or 
America. V. 

The turbines are those of Jouvel, with 
vertical axis. The mechanical work was 
done bv Escher, Wyss tit Co. of Zurich. I 
visited the works, and saw the machines, 
each driven by a turbine under a pressure 
of fifteen atmospheres. It was beautiful 
to see such perfect, powerful action. Each 
wheel drove two horizontal piston rods, one 
on each side the axis, at a considerable 
angle. 

Below the junction of the Rhone and 
Arve, is another establishment, used for 
supplying the electric force needed by the 
city. Silks and woolens are manufactured 
here, but I have had no time to see them, 
even if I would be permitted to see on 
going. 

The city quays on both sides the river 
are fine, and extensive for a city no larger 
than this. A good deal of land has been 
taken from the lake, raised and covered 
with buildings. Different parts of the 
quays have different names as “Des 
Bergues," M-iut Blanc," etc*., etc. A space 
is left open, and walled off, for what is the 
port. < >f course, but small vessels come in 
there. I see large quantities of stone un- 
loaded there. .Several small steamers ply 
upon the lake, going to and fro between 
this and other points. 

A harbor is made by moles running out 
from either bank and bearing light houses 
at their extremities 

For the means of public improvements 
much is due to the late Duke of Brunswick, 
who formerly lived in Paris, but obliged to 
leave that city at the beginning of the 
Franco-American war, came to Geneva, and 
spent his last years here. Dying, he left to 
the citv over 20 million francs; of that sum 
several millions was spent in erecting a 
monument to his memory. It is a beautiful 
memorial in a small park or garden, at the 
entrance to which two massive lions lie. 
looking lake ward. Within, on stone door, 
is a six-sided basin, from the waters of 
which rises the hexagonal monument. 
First a six-sided marble wall a few feet in 
height, on each angle, under a canopy sup- 
ported by four slender columns, stands a 
marble figure (names to me not legible!. 
Within and acove these, on a marble 
couch lies the Duke in marble. Again, on 
the angles of the smaller hexagon, are six 
smaller figures, under canopies on pillars; 
others, smaller still, and faces in relief, are 
at the angles, and on the faces of the six- 
sided truncated pyramid, which carries a 
ducal coronet. Voila. that is the best I 
can do for you, unless l hunt up a book for 
you. 

Geneva has a history , as you kuow. I will 
not try to write it (mt. 1 am too ignorant 
for that. Every day I think of Ciesar and 
the Allobroges who went out hence for 
other homes without asking Ca-sar's con- 
sent. They have always had my sympathy, 
and more now than ever before, and yet, 
God is in history, marching down through 
tiie ages, over battle-fields and ruined 
cities, always making the very wrath of 
man to praise him. The world today, is, 
after all, the better for Ciesar. 

Geneva: here Calvin lived, and Servetus, 
too. till he fell on some of the "five points" 
of Calvinism. 

Here lived .1. -I. Rousseau, and on the 
small island, almost under my window, is 
liis monument, his figure in bronze sitting 
with pen in hand. It is Rousseau s island, 
named for him, who frequented it. Near 
by, on the opposite shore, Milton resided a 
while, and Byron in 1810 wrote Manfred, 
and the third canto of Childe Harold. 

But Geneva has many a great name of its 
own, in letters, science and art. 

I have written enough, but I find 1 have 
omitted to mention the National Monu- 
ment. 

Geneva was the last to join the Helvetic 
confederation. The union was voted by 
Geneva in 181ft, I think. The monument 
perpetuates the memory of that event. 
Two bronze figures stand on a pedestal of 
stone in sisterly embrace. Helvetia lays 
her right arm around the neck of the 
youngest sister, who in turn passes her left 
arm about the other's waist. Each bears a 
shield, the one that of the state, with the 
motto i translated) "All for one and one for 
all the other her shield with her "arms.”

committee was given by the Rev. Henry J 
Patrick, D. I).. who stated that at the 
November communion about forty mem- 
bers had been added to the churches repre- 
sented in the club 

Some musical selections were finely ren- 
dered during the evening by Miss Harriet 
Whittier of Boston. 

After referring briefly to the special oc- 
casion celebrated, the President, Mr. Gran- 
ville B. Putnam, called on Mr. James F. C. 
Hyde, as the founder of the club, to tell the 
story of its beginning, lie read from the 
circular in which the movement was first 
proposed in 1884, and then told of the later 
steps until the organization in 1886. On a 
call for a show of hands it appeared that 
fourteen of the original members were 
present. Mr. Hyde favored admitting 
ladies to full membership, and believed 
that the meetings should have a decidedly 
religious cast. 

President Putnam exhibited the original 
draft of the constitution, as prepared by 
Mr. Hyde, and after reading the list of past 
presidents, called on Mr. George M. Fiske, 
to speak as their representative. He called 
attention to the fact that the presidents 
had all been laymen, and this suggested 
some remarks on the subject of leading and 
following, and the opportunities and re- 
sponsibilities of followers in matters of 
enuroh and patriotism. “The kingdom of 
the people in our country," said lie, "has 
come, but the kingdom of God has not 
come.” 

The list of Congregational pastors in 
Newton in 1886 was read. The only one 
now belonging to the club is the Rev. 
Henry J. Patrick, D. D., and he responded 
for them, characterizing them as pretty 
good fellows, of whom he might say much 
more, but for his besetting sin, over-mod- 
esty. The club had been welcomed by 
them as lessening the isolation of the 
churches, and marking a tendency to unity. 
It was the first Congregational club in the 
country to limit its field to a single city. 

The Rev. Edward M. Noyes then spoke 
for the pastors of 1896. They are much like 
those of 1886, but different problems are be- 
fore them. The great problem is that of 
general fellowship, a wider one than that 
of unity in a single city, the problem to 
unite the forces in and around Boston, in 
churches representing wealth, influence 
ami power, but losing ground because of 
the changes that are taking place. 

The Rev. Howard A. Bridgman, man- 
aging editor of The Congregationulist, was 
introduced as representing the religious 
press. He hoped it would be a long time 
before the Congregational club idea would 
be demonetized. To demonetize it would 
be worse than the crime of '73. which is 
said to be the only crime that Altgeld has 
never pardoned. We get the true meaning 
of the life of the club when we put it in 
the light of the changes in the denomina- 
tional and religious world. The last ten 
years have been of great meaning for the 
church. They have been marked by de- 
bate, by the development of Christian En- 
deavor" and the Student Volunteer move- 
ment for missions, by work on the prob- 
lems of the city and of philanthropy, by 
college settlements and other forms of 
Christian activity. Like our fathers, we 
have our problems, and the endeavor to 
make Newton more perfectly Christian 
may well seem as noble and heroic as was 
the coming across the seas to found a new 
country. 

The last speaker was the Hon. Arthur II. 
Wellman, the son of a former pastor of 
Eliot church, who spoke as a representa- 
tive of the Boston Congregational Club, of 
which lie is president. The Congregation- 
al denomination lias been, he said, the rep- 
resentative of individualism. It has laid 
emphasis on the duty of each individual. 
The times call for emphasis on the relation 
that individual Christians bear to the law 
of the land. < >ne day in a friend's garden 
I caught a little boy stealing fruit. "What 
do you suppose I am going to do with 
you?" I said. “Let me go this time and 
take me to the police next time." That 
represents the attitude of too many to law 
now. Laws are put on our books, and we 
do not live up to them ; and so we have 
naturally come to a party that says, “We 
do not care about your Constitution itself. " 
Our form of government is essentially Con- 
gregationalism, and so our denomination 
has a peculiar duty to perforin in teaching 
respect for law, and in making Christian 
citizens. Over the Capitol at Washington 
was a statue of Liberty, put there, 1 be- 
lieve, by Jefferson Davis; but, as President 
Sdelye used to say, the true symbol of 
liberty is t he cross.

Where it is In operation it will distribute | 
the burden of taxation anew in two ways. | 
First.it will take the burden off men and ; 
put it on to nature, and secondly, take it ! 
off poor country districts and put it upon : 
the wealthy centres of population and in- 
dustry, but without injustice in any case, 
and to an immense relief to all trade and 
labor. In order to its adoption, our people 
must be shown the iniquity of our present 
systems, and the equity of the change pro- 
posed We therefore address ourselves 
particularly to farmers, because they have 
made themselves in a special sense, the 
champions and defenders of the existing 
system. They are most clamorous for in- 
direct taxation so called, for protection and 
for a renewed attempt to reach personal 
property of wealthy men and corporations 
tor revenue purposes. As the farmer’s 
land is seldom worth as much as his im- 
provements and personal property, under 
the single tax lie would have very little to 
pay. The difficulty is to convince the 
farmer that his land is not worth much. 
But this is the fact when you consider what 
the value of laud is in great cities. In 
Worcester, for instance, there is farm land 
assessed at 8*23. per acre, and city lots as- 
sessed at the rate of $27. per square foot, 
$ 1 , 186 , 120 . per acre more than one acre of 
such land. 

The present system is unjust to the 
country towns, in that it lays the burden of 
the roads and schools upon them. The 
country towns tax themselves heavily for 
those two purposes, yet do not have good 
roads, nor as good schools as they ought to 
have. If they had better roads they might 
have better schools. But good roads under 
the present system are impossible, for, the 
farming towns are not increasing in wealth 
and they have been building roads for the 
last hundred years. If a hundred years are 
not long enough to demonstrate the futili- 
ty of the system, a thousand would not. 
'flie single tax would of necessity make all 
but mere neighborhood roads, state roads, 
and so relieve the farm of an inequitable 
burden. 

So too with the schools. These should 
be supported by the state on a general levy 
on one thing, the land values of the state, 
and the money distributed to all towns and 
cities alike, on the basis of the children of 
school age in each. 

Inasmuch as the single tax contemplates 
the raising of all revenues, national, state, 
county, and town from land values alone, 
we may be sure that those values are suffi- 
cient for the purpose. Mineral and coaV 
lands, lumber lands, and gold and silver 
mines have never paid any royalty to the 
state. Under the single tax they would do 
so. Railroads and local trolly roads, gas 
works, eleetric light and power companies, 
telephones and telegraphs are not taxed on 
their franchises. The franchises are the 
most valuable property they own. They 
are a species of land value, and would be 
readied by the single tax. But without in- 
justice or inequity mining and lumber 
lands pay royalties now to the landlord, 
and these other natural monopolies exact 
tiie full value of their franchises from the 
public at large for the benefit of their stock- 
holders. Under the single tax these 
revenues would go to the state. Those 
who wish further information should read 
Henry George’s Progress and Poverty and 
Natural Taxation, by Thomas G. Shear- 
man, New York. 

Mention was made of a banquet to be 
given by the Massachusetts Single Tax 
League to a dozen or more of tiie leading 
patrons of husbandry of tiie state and 
ladies, at the American House, Boston, 
January 7, members of the club being in- 
vited to attend. 

It was voted to begin at next meeting, 
Dec. 1st, the consecutive reading of 
Progress and Poverty, taking for that 
evening the introduction and first two 
chapters.

Lighthouse*. 

I The first lightlioi.se of which thore is 
any record in history was built by Ptolemy 
Philadelphia about 3U0 13. C. It was a 
tower on which wood fires wore kept blaz- 
ing at night. It wub built on Pharos, a 
small island in the buy of Alexandria, uml 
wuh ono of tiie seven wonders of the world. 
It is un interesting fact that tlie modern 
French and Spanish names for lighthouse 
— tlie ono boingpharo, tho other faro— still 
preserve tho memory of the island whero 
the first attempt ut seacoast illumination 
wus located. Tlie ruined tower in Dover 
custle, England, erected about A. D. 44, is 
claimed by some authorities to have been 
built for a lighthouse, upon which an 
: enormous wood fire was kopt burning. 

The lighthouse on the southern end of 
the island of Conunicut, ut tho mouth of 
N’urragansett bay, is said to bo tho oldest 
iu tho United States. The present stru< - 
ture is comparatively modern, but tho Hi t 
one was erected iu 1750, ami for neui 
100 years previous a watch tower, with a 
beacon lire, laid existed at tho same poiu> 

The lighthouse bears the odd name of 
Beaver Tail. Tlie southern portion of 
Conunicut island is shaped something li . 
u beaver, with its tail pointing southwar. . 
uud in early times it was known by that 
name, tho two extremities being culled 
head and tuil.— 1 xclmngo.

THE CLASSICS. 

Theory That They Were Forged by Monk* 
of tlie Middle Ages. 

In tho seventeenth century Father Hur- 
douin, a French Jesuit, maintained that 
tho great majority of what wo consider to 
be the Greek and Latin classics are in real- 
ity forgeries, tlie work of mediaeval monks. 
This view has met with no acceptance 
among scholars, but it hns recently been 
revived, at lpust so far as concerns tho Lat- 
I in historian Tacitus, and supported by 
; able arguments, if we aro to believe a wrl- 
j tor in L’Ermltugo, who claims that the 
theory has been unjustly neglected by 
scholars. We quot# part of tlie article: 

“An Englishman, Ross, in a very curi- 
ous book entitled ‘Tacitus and Braccloli- 
ni,’ bus advanced tho idea timt the histor- 
ical works known under tlie namo of the 
‘Annals and the Histories’ and attributed 
to Cornelius Tacitus, aro not nt all the 
lost works of this illustrious writer, but 
historic pamphlets against tho emperor of 
Germuny written by ono of the secretaries 
of Pope Martin V, Pogglo Bracelolini, 
and published by him under tho name of 
Tacitus. Tills thesis lias been taken up 
and developed almost to the point of dem- 
onstration by a French savant, M. Hoch- 
art, whose two volumes on ’The Authen- 
ticity of the “Annals and Hlstorios” of j 
Tacitus’ will remain as one of the best j 
specimens of timt suiontitlo penetration 
und that intelligent und fine erudition that 
give to French learning u place apart from 
that of other nations. This work, be it 
understood, has sot all the critics by the 
ears. The professors are scandalized that 
any ono should dare to demonstrate to 
them that what thoy have been taking for 
an original work of tlie first or second cen- 
tury is of tho fifteenth century, uud they 
have organized ugaiust the uutlior a ‘con- | 
splrucy of silouco. ’ Nothing is more curl- j 
oils than to see tho truces of their feeling j 
shown indirectly by u series of little invol- j 
uutury und almost forced admissions. In 
brief, tho assertion of M. Hochurt remains 
untouched, and u Russian savant is ut this , 
moment occupied with showing that if the | 
‘Do Moribus Germunuui' is a work of tho j 
fifteenth century, with tlie authenticity 
of tills work disappears all that deplorublo j 
theory of tiie pretended regeneration of j 
Roman character by Germun purity, chas- j 
tity nml virtue, which lias worked so 
much evil in recent years.” — Literary Di- 
gest. 


POSTAL CARDS. 

How ami Where They Are Made, Counted 
und Printed. 

In 1872 congress passed an aet authoris- 
ing tho post.ir.ster general to issue postal 
cards, and t.io first in lie Uni ted States 
were on sale in May, 1873. Postal cards 
are mumifucturud by private firms or cor- 
porations. Tho government invites bids 
and awards tiie contract for their manu- 
facture at stated intervals. 

The postal curd ‘’sheets” aro about 30 
i by 33 inches ill size and aro exactly fitted 
I to tiie plates from which tho cards are 
I printed, each plate covering 40 cards, 4 in 
1 width and lo in length. 

The printing is d me by experienced 
| workmen, and as tiie sheets puss into tlie 
i presses tiie number of curds is accurately | 
recorded by registers. To prevent any turn- j 
poring tho registers aro securely looked ev- 
ory night. 

After tlie sheets are printed they are put 
aside until thoroughly dry. Thoy are thou 
passed through a machine called the “slit- ! 
tor,” which cuts them into strips of ton 1 
cards ouch and neatly trims tlie edge of 
the outside strip. Those strips are then 
passed transversely through another ma- 
chine known as tiie “cross cutter,” which 
cuts the strips i to single cards, and they 
drop into a rotary hopper containing tun 
oumpartmeuts. 

Tlie mnniout each compartment lias re- 
ceived 25 can! tlie hopper revolves and 
throws th in all out upon a table. Em- 
pl iyccs, usually girls, then take the curils 
und bind the perfect ones in packs of 
each. Other girls Lake the packs, and a t 
ur carefully recounting them put them in 
cardboard boxes containing 20 packs each, 
uud they are ready for shipment. 

More than 300,000,000 postal cards are 
used annually tu the United Suites, and 
it requires no less tliuu 720 tons of paper 
to uiuku them. — Philadelphia Times.

At the 
conclusion of the meeting the appropria- 
tion lmd increased to $994,871.02. The ques- 
tion of Mr. Miner’s salary was brought up 
for discussion. To place it before the 
board. Alderman Downs moved that it be 
increased to $1500. It was seconded by ! 
Alderman White. The latter stated his 
position in regard to the amount, and gave 
a brief review of the action of the commit- 
tees and the board. “I am not trying to 
cut down any officer’s salary,” he said. 

Alderman Down’s motion was voted 
down. A motion that Mr. Miner’s salary 
remain at Siooo passed. 

The question of extra appropriation for 
clerical assistance in the assessor’s office 
was explained as necessary by Alderman 
Green. It was to cover the amount ex- 
pended in getting out the tax bills. On 
Alderman Green’s motion the amount for 
clerical assistance in the assesor’s office 
was raised from $2-100 to $:isoo an increase 
of SHoo. 

The printing appropriation which had 
been cut from $ 4,000 to $ 8,000 by the council, 
and placed at $3500 by the upper board was 
raised to the original figures of $ 4 , 000 . This j 
was done after it had been explained that 
the average appropriation for the last seven 
years had been about $ 4 , 000 . 

Alderman Degen said before an adjourn- 
ment had been taken he would like to 
have the appropriation for the Newton 
Centre reading room increased $r>o, making 
it $ 800 . There' was no opposition and 
Alderman White’s motion to that effect 
passed without discussion. 

ORDERS AND PETITIONS 

were presented and aeted upon as follows: 
an order for the laying out of Kuthven 
road, adopted ; for the construction of con- 
crete sidewulks on Willard avenue, adopt- 
ed; appropriating $4,(XXi for the care of 
poor out of almshouse, adopted; appropria- 
ting $9,000 for the widening, straightening 
and depressing of Laundry brook from 
Fearl street to Boyd’s pond, adopted ; for 
the construction of concrete sidewalks on 
sundry streets, adopted ; for the laying out 
of Cheesecake boulevard from Watertown 
to Eddy street, adopted ; for the laying out 
of Hobart road and Mont vale terrace, 
adopted; for concrete crossings on Itiver 
street, adopted. 

A petition was received from Louis 
Vachon, who asked that he be licensed to 
keep and sell gunpowder, fireworks and 
firearms. Rererred to the license com- 
mittee. Petition for the construction of 
concrete sidewalks on Newtouville avenue, 
Ridge avenue and Washington street, re- 
ferred to the highway committee. Petition 
of A. C. Foster for one street lamp on 
Waban road. Referred to the street light 
committee. 

The claims committee reported on the 
claim cf Annie French, asking damages 
for the injury of her property on Parsons 
street by a heavy charge of powder used in 
street construction, recommending that the 
petitioner be granted leave to withdraw. 

A communication was received from W. 
F. Gammons, claiming damages for injuries 
received by the falling of a stone in the 
Cheesecake brook construction. 

Board adjourned at 8.13.

EVENING— mriKIET DISPOSED OF. AT THE WOODLAND PAHK HOTEL. 


The annual appropriation budget was 
finally passed by both boards of the city 
council after protracted debate in both the 
upper and lower branches. The appropri- 
ation for the assessors department was the 
principal point of contention, and Mr. 
Miner was finally granted his increase of 
salary, the council receding from its posi- 
tion. 

The council first took up the considera- 
tion of the budget in committee of the 
whole with Pres. Wing in the chair. On 
motion of Councilman Crunitch the council 
concurred with the aldermen in making 
the salary of assistant assessors $5 per day 
instead of $4 as voted at the last meeting. 

When the appropriation for clerk of the 
assessors came up Councilman Davis stated 
that if salaries were to bo raised the prin- 
cipal assessors should be .employed all the 
time. There should he some person in au- 
thority-in the office all the time. Newton 
was paying more than other cities for its 
assessors department, and although Mr. 
Miner was an exceedingly competent 
official he did not favor the Increase. 

Councilman Bally suggested that, if Mr. 
Miner was to resign on account of the re- 
fusal of the city council to raise his salary, 
this would be a good time to begin re- 
trenchment in the office. 

To bring the matter before the council, 
Councilman Sprague moved that three 
principal assessors bo employed during the 
entire year at $1300 each. The motion was ! 
Inst. Councilman C ran itch moved that 
Mr. Miner's salary as clerk of the board l»e 
made $1300. This motion was lost 8 to *2. 

On the appropriation for clerical assist- 
ance in the assessors office after a long dis- 
cussion, the council voted to concur with 
the aldermen. On motion of Councilman 
Parker it was voted to concur in the appro- 
priation of $800 for the Newton Centre 
reading room. The appropriation for 
printing after some discussion was in- 
creased to $4000 in concurrence. 

The public property appropriation was 
reduced from $15,000 to $13,000, including 
$1000 to be expended on the almshouse. 

The council refused to make the salary 
of the paymaster $800. leaving the question 
of his ability to be decided by the treas- 
urer, and established the salary at $1000 
in non concurrence. The salary of the as- 
sistant treasurer was established at $1800. 

The board of aldermen came together at 
9.45 with Alderman White absent. A pe- 
tition of Otis Petteeand others for addition- 
al protection at Upper Falls was referred 
to the police committee. George and John 
Ward were referred to the highway com- 
mittee on petition for the abatement of How- 
age nuisance on Grant avenue, and the 
Walnut Hills land company was referred 
to the same committee on petition for abate- 
ment of street watering tax assessed on 
laud on Comnion wealth avenue. 

The Newton and Boston street railway 
company petitioned for a track location on 
Walnut street to connect with other lines 
centering in the square, and was referred 
to the street railway committee. An order 
was adopted providing for the extension of 
the laundry brook boulevard from Pearl 
street to Boyd’s pond at a cost of $'. 1000 . 

When the appropriation budget was 
taken up the board refused to make the ap- 
propriation the sameas the council for cleri- 
cal services in the assessor’s department. 
On motion of Alderman Downs the appro- 
priation for the salary of the clerk of the 
board was made 81500, and for clerical as- 
sistance $3200. The appropriations made 
by the council in other matters under con- 
sideration were allowed to stand. The 
order went back to tin* council and that 
body unanimously voted to recede from its 
position, and to concur with tho aldermen. 
The order finally passed both boards mak- 
ing the appropriation for the year $995,- 
271.05.

About 20 gentlemen, guests of the New- 
ton boulevard syndicate, enjoyed the hospi- 
tality of the WoodlamUPark Hotel at Au- 
burndale, on Saturday afternoon. The 
party started from tho Tremont House, 
Boston, In a special parlor ear of the West 
End company at l.:to o'clock, and was con- 
veyed out over the Beacon streeiboulevard, 
and thence through Brookline, whence 
they were transferred back to the terminus 
of the line at the junction with the Newton 
boulevard at Chestnut Hill Reservoir, 
from the latter point a special car of the 
Newton boulevard was taken, and tho 
party traversed tho New ton boulevard as 
far as its present terminus at Auburndale. 
After the banquet at the Woodland Park 
Hotel remarks were made by the president 
of tiie Newton boulevard syndicate, Mr. A. 
D. s. Bell, Mr. Dana Estes. Judge George 
A. Blaney, Col. A. A. Rami, Mr. Chandler 
of Brookline and others. Tho gathering 
was one of jollification over the practical 
completion of the Newton boulevard, 
which has so far proved so very satisfac- 
tory to the gentlemen who inaugurated it, 
Judge Robert R. Bishop and Messrs. Dana 
Estes and A. D. S. Bell, and the taxpayers 
of tiie city of Newton, who have found it 
to be a paying investment for Newton, and 
a great improvement. 

Among the topics touched upon by Mr. 
Bell in his after-dinner talk was the ques- 
tion of better transportation facilities in 
Boston. He pointed out that in this matter 
the city and its suburbs were one, and that 
the prosperity of one meant that of all. 
.special attention was called to the condi- 
tions of travel between Park square and 
Park street, where the streams of vehicles 
and people from several streets were 
turned into Boylston and Tremont streets. 
The subway, while it would doubtless re- 
lieve those streets to a great extent, in Mr. 
Bell’s opinion would not solve the problem 
entirely. He strongly advocated taking a 
strip from the Common on Boylston street, 
and if possible on Tremont street. It 
could be done now very easily and was 
greatly needed. 

In the general discussion that followed, 
Dana Estes- Alfred I). Chandler and Col. 
Arnold A. Rand, among others, were strong- 
ly in favor of the improvement, it being 
argued that it was needed and that public 
opinion should be roused to demand it. 
Many felt that unless this widening of 
Boylston street was obtained the necessity 
of some relief would become so great and 
imperative that the people would demand 
the extension of Columbus avenue through 
tiie heart of tiie Common. 

Another subject of general interest dis- 
cussed was tiiat of boulevard building. 
Mr. Estes recounted tiie history of the 
Newton boulevard and expressed himself 
strongly in favor of making such improve- 
ments by means of private initiative. That 
is, an agreement should be made among 
tiie land owners to give their land and 
otherwise assist the city, instead of tiie 
city's taking the land and having to stand 
suits for damages, with the very unsatis- 
factory betterment system to recoup it for 
the expenditure. 

By the way, it may be of interest to tiie 
taxpayers of Newton to learn that the in- 
crease in the land valuations along the 
boulevard is already large enough to pay 
for the interest on the boulevard construc- 
tion bonds and provide a sinking fund for 
their retirement at maturity. As time goes 
on and new houses are erected along tiie 
avenue, tiie city will receive a growing net 
income from tho boulevard, making it a 
good investment from a strictly money- 
making point of view.

BOSTON. 
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ANOTHER 49ER GONE. 


Benjamin Burt, a California pioneer, 
ami a member of the Boston and Newton 
Joint Stock Association, has passed over 
the river. He died on the 14th of October 
at his home In San .h>se, California. 

He was the son of Den. Benjamin Burt of 
Freetown, Mass., and a brother of Mrs. 
Noah S. Klim and Mrs. David Hall of New- 
ton Centro. He was a graduate of the 
State Normal school of Bridgewater, Mass., 
and just before starting for California was 
engaged in teaching school at Province- 
town, Mass. 

The Newton members of this association 
were Brackett Lord, 1). J. Staples, Jesse 
Winslow, Charles Gould, George Winslow, 
Milo J. Ayers, W. II. Nichols, N. B. Bor- 
ing, John F. Staples and Robert Coffey. 

Dr. Dean .1. Locke of New Hampshire, a 
prominent member, died in California 
several years ago. 

The association was composed of twenty- 
five members, each of whom contributed 
$300. Jesse Winslow of Newton Upper 
Falls was the treasurer and the oldest 
member of the company. Few of the mem- 
bers still Survive. 

It may be interesting to the residents of 
Newton of nearly half a century to live 
over again those days when these brave, 
noble, ambitious young men in the face of 
toil, suffering and uncertainty left friends 
and positions in the East in search for 
gold. 

It may also interest the present genera- 
tion to know something concerning the 
gold fever of 184b, and how emigrants got 
to California in those days. We all know 
something about the intense excitement of 
the presidential campaign through which 
we have just passed. 

The news from the “gold diggings" was 
about as eagerly sought as election pros- 
pects have been. Every body was inter- 
ested and excited, and that too. all over the 
country. The subject of gold was upon 
the lips of the young and of the old, but 
the land of the gold was thousands of miles 
away and no ruiiroad had then been built 
across the country. How could our gold 
seekers get there ? Some parties took the 
voyage of 1 ( 1,000 miles in sailing vessels 
around Cape Horn ; other parties went to 
the Isthmus of Punama and ran their 
chances of getting passage in a sailing 
vessel up the Pacific coast. 

But the Boston and Newton Joint Stock 
Association decided that they would take 
the almost unknown overland route after 
shipping their baggage and supplies around 
Cnpe Horn. They left Newton the latter 
Dart of April for Independence, Missouri,, 
where they were to malte preparations for 
the 2000 miles of prairie and mountain 
travel. 

In passing through St. Louis one of the 
newspapers said of them, “No finer look- 
ing or nobler set of men have yet passed 
this way, and their conduct since they 
have been in our city proves them to be 
men of the true grit for an enterprise like 
this, every one of them being a strict fol- 
lower of the soundest laws of temperance.” 

In a letter sent East from Independence, 
Mo., dated May 7. 1849, Mr. Burt wrote: 
“We arrived here last Thursday morning, 
in four days from St. Louis and seventeen 
from Boston. As near as I can tell there 
are about r>ooo emigrants here, and 10,000 at 
St. Joseph’s. Some who have been here 
quite a long time, have wasted their money 
in drinking and gambling and will return. 

From St. Louis to this place we were an- 
noyed by robbers. A member of our com- 
pany while asleep on the cabin lloor had 
his pocket rilled of $50. We now keel) 
regular guard in camp; have two dogs with 
us. We think of taking with us a Spanish 
interpreter. We find the gold fever is on 
the increase as we go West. From three- 
fourths to seven-eighths of those on the 
route are temperance, .steady men; minis- 
ters, doctors and all classes of respectable 
citizens. 

As we were obliged to travel on the Sab- 
bath up the Missouri we had preaching by 
a Calvinist. This was the first Sabbath on 
which we travelled and it will be the last 
one. We shall keep the Sabbath as we 
would at home in New England. We are 
now 2000 miles from Boston, half way to 
San Francisco.” 

After spending about two weeks in Inde- 
pendence the company was ready to start 
on the 17th of May. They lmd purchased 
tents, four wagons, (one having springs in 
which to carry the sick, if need be,) also 
forty mules and six horses. Three hun- 
dred pounds of provisions to each man 
were tuken, but more than was needed. 
They averaged about 2o miles a day, resting 
Sundays. Ox-teams went slower. Other 
companies joined them in travelling for 
protection from Indians. Among them 
was that of William Jackson’s son Edward, 
of Newton. 

About one hundred persons usually 
travelled together. The Indians came 
around and wanted to trade, but were al- 
ways peaceable when they saw strength of 
numbers. The men alternately walked and 
rode. Their property was guarded ut 
night. 

The first sad incident of the trip occurred 
near Fort Kearney on the Platte river. 
Here it was that George Winslow died 
after a few days of sickness. Mr. Burt, in 
a letter written at the time, described bis 
burial in these words: "No useless coffin 
enclosed his breast, but wrapping hi . sheet 
around him after reading Scripture and 
having prayer, wo consigned his lifeless 
clay to the cold ground, beyond the reach 
of the howling wolves around. How little 
do we know what is before us! In the 
midst of life we are in death.” 

Some of the way-grass was short as there 
were many thousand emigrants on the 
road, but tlie mules could get along with 
very little food. For this reason they sold 
their horses before crossing the great t »0 
mile desert beyond Salt Lake City. 

They spent a few days at this place 
boarding with the inhabitants. 

This city then contained 17, (too people, 
the houses being one story, and all being 
built of logs and clay. 

Before entering the desert the party 
abandoned their wagons and packed their 
mules with food and water and grass. 
Many persons with ox-teams hud to abuu- 
dou everything and go on foot. The next 
climb wus the Sierra Nevada. It was suc- 
cessfully made in the absence of rain or 
snow, which would cause the mules to slip- 
After travelling 133 days from Indepen- 
dence the compuny arrived at Sacramento 
City on the 27th ot Sept., all in good health 
ami spirits. Thu first tiling to do was to 
get their baggage und supplies at San Fran- 
cisco. 

This was a work of several days as the 
only way to go up und down the Suorameu- 
to river was by a sailing vessel, going 
' when the wind mid tide favored. 

Mr. Burt w as despatched to get these 
goods. He said thut lie suffered more in 
returning from San Francisco thun ut any 
time during the overland trip. Another 
sadness occurred soon after the arrival of 
the company in California und before their 
dissolution. 

Dr. Locke went prospering in the mines 
and w as tuken sick. 

Mr. N. B. Luring of Newton went to his 
assistance and was taken sick with lung 
fever and dfcxl. 

Mr. Burt hud to announce to Mrs. Luring 
tlie melancholy news of her husband's 
death. 

Most of the emigrants to California in- 
tended to go to the “diggings’’ as soon us 
possible after arriving at Sacrumuiito. 
Thut was the kind of business thut nearly 
all had in mind. The nearest mines were 
about :$o miles from Sacramento. San 
FruuVisco was down the river 150 miles 
from Sacramento. 

The ruMv season came on earlier thun 
usual in 1K40, and . Sacramento, boated at 
the junction of the Sacrumuiito and Ameri- 


can river, was Inundated, thus causing 
much suffering and sickness among the 
waiting minors. It was spring before 
many of the Imlgrants could go to the 
“diggings.” It is estimated that about 40 ,- 
000 persons crossed the plnins in 1849. 
Some experienced great hardships.

The Boston and 
elation got along better, perhaps, than 
the average. After engaging in mining for 
a while the members sought) various avoca- 
tions, all being more or less successful. 
Some returned to their former homes. 

It is generally believed that not less than 
80,000 men were engaged in mining for gold 
nt the end of 18fto and that twice that num- 
ber were at work in 1803 and 1853. 

j of their greatest productive- 
ness (\ r tO-'5’i), the Californian gold washings 
reached about sixty millions of dollars in 
value a year. At this time the “diggings” 
for gold were chiefly along the rivers, 
which were flnmed i. e., the water was 
taken out by wooden flumes and the sand 
and gravel in the river beds were washed. 

On the 7th of .Sept., ’80. a bill finally 
passed Congress admitting California as a 
state into the Union. 

Soon after this Mr. Burt’s brother, Mr. 
Simeon Burt, now of Philadelphia, started 
for California by the Isthmus. He took 
with him a large supply of New York and 
Boston papers containing an account of tlie 
admission of the new state. So frantic 
with joy were the Californians on hearing 
the nows, that they eagerly bought the 
papers, some paying $1.80 and $ 2.00 per 
cony. 

Not long after this the life of Mr. Beni. 
Burt was suspended by a brittle thread, ft 
seems that on the vessel that brought his 
brother was a young man who shortly after 
landing was attucked with cholera. Mr. 
Burt came to his rescue and cared for him 
till he himself was stricken down with this 
much dreaded and often fatal disease. 

The brother during his voyage had taken 
precautions mid lmd informed himself con- 
cerning this disease. He now, though not 
a physician, acted as doctor and nuise for 
Mr. Burt, and so completely effected a cure 
that none of the lmd after effects so com- 
mon among the cured were ever experi- 
enced by him. 

After five years in California Mr. Burt 
returned to the East, to carry back with 
him as his wife Miss Orilla Jones, daughter 
of Mr. Marshall Jones of Weston, Mass 
Mrs. Burt, as was her husband, was a 
graduate of the State Normal school of 
Bridgewater, Mass. 

In Oct. ’84. Mr. Burt took his bride to 
Amador County just before Joaehin’s band 
passed through that county murdering 
women and children. The day after the 
massacre the young bride rode horse back 
over the hills and mountains, caring for 
the dead and ministering to the wants of 
the disabled with the tenderness and sym- 
pathy of a true Christian woman. 

In 18(»3Mr. Burt made his next and last 
visit to the East, accompanied by his wife 
and three daughters. During the 47 years 
spent by him in California, a short portion 
w as spent at Sutter Creek. 

Later he was a ranch owner and also a 
merchant at Dry Town. From there he 
went to Amador City, where he lived till 
about 17 years ago, when he sold his pro- 
perty in order to reside permanently in San 
Jose. 

On Saturday evening, Sept. 27th, Mr. and 
Mrs. Burt attended a re-union and banquet 
of the California Pioneers at San Jose. 
The occasion brought much enjoyment to 
the two pioneers. The next night Mrs. 
Burt was taken ill, pneumonia set in, and 
on Oct. 7th she passed away. 

Before her funeral Mr. Burt was stricken 
down with the same disease and died Oct. 
14th, just one week after his wife’s death. 
The two funerals were at the same hour of 
the day, the same ministers officiated, the 
same hymns were sung ami the same pall- 
bearers were in attendance. 

Mr. and Mrs. Burt left four daughters, all 
of whom reside in California. K.

There is a movement on foot again this 
year to huve the Australian ballot law 
amended, so that one mark will do for the 
whole ticket. The law has never been 
satisfactory to the politicians, as under it, 
no one could tell how a man voted, and it 
makes the voter too independent. They 
would like to have it amended so that a 
spotter could keep watch of the voter and 
tell from the ti ie he spent iu the booth, 
whether he voted a straight ticket, or 
whether he used his own judgment as to 
the several candidate#. All efforts to de- 
stroy this excellent provision of our bullot 
law have so far failed, but the friends of 
honest elections should remember that 
eternal vigilance is the price of liberty. 
Under our state law the buying of votes is 
re ldered difficult, as the buyer cuu not be 
s ire that he gets the goods, and for this ( 
reason no amendments should be allowed. 
Of course there are a few honest voters 
who are so prejudiced that they think it u 
hardship to have to go all over a bullot to 
place a mark against their party label, and 
would like to be able to make one murk for j 
the whole, but such voters are gradually j 
becoming more enlightened and coming to 
recognize that the duty they owe to their 
country is superior to the duty to their 
party, when it comes to voting for an unfit 
candidate, and our ballot is so arranged 
that this duty is brought home to them at 
every election. The provision requiring u 
mark for each candidate is the wisest pro- , 
vision iu the Australian ballot law, at- , 
though iu some of the other states the luw 
has been so umemlcd as to be u perfect 
farce, us far as any effect it has in securing , 
honest elections. 

The appropriation bill has finally passed 
the city council, without any noteworthy 
change in the figures made up by the ( 
finance committee. There 1ms been a good 
deal of discussion, some of it rather wur hi, 
but no one Imd the courage to strike out 
and make uny radical reductions, and pos- 
sibly Hi in was an evidence of wisdom. The 
demonstration against the assessors was ! 
probably the outgrowth of the high tax- 
rate tills year, and the increases made in 
valuation, which are two very unpopular 
tbiugl. But the assessors are not respon- 
sible for extruvugunt expenditures, which 
make high tux rates and high valuations a 
necessity, and the city council evidently 
came at lust to realize this, and restored 
tiie figures to the amounts recommended 
by the finance committee. The assessors’ 
department, with its moderate total, is cer- 
tuiuly u curious pluce to start u new regime 
of economy, and it wus quite a» curious to

The Greek Die. 

Tho gold or silver blank, carefully weigh- 
ed nml roughly forged, was heated to red- 
ness and laid by tongs on the dio. Tho 
top was then adjusted and tho impression 
made by mighty bl >ws with a smith’s 
hummer. As no collar was used, and all 
register neglected, tho shape— hut not the 
woight — of euolt coin varied. Parts of the 
device were often lost. Sometimes tho edge 
of the metal cracked, and very frequently 
tho impi ossion doubled. Later on a hinged 
adjustment of the dies was used Greek 
dies wero not made of steel, Imt of harden- 
ed bronze. They soon wore and needed 
continual restoration and deepen lug. Tito 
dio sculptors wero therefore constantly at 
work on them. 

Careful examination show's that the dies 
wero mostly cut with a wheel, liko gems, 
not with graving tools. This retouching 
of tho matrices explains tho numerous 
minute variations in duplicates of tlie sumo 
coins. Very few are found exactly alike. 
On tho other litiml, it must not lie supposed 
that these exquisite works of art aro al- 
ways much defaced. The hoarding instinct 
has concealed many that had just loft the 
mint, and tlmt preserve all their pristine 
exquisite sharpness. One of tho loveliest 
of tho Syracusan coins was found under 
some lava In Sicily, as jHirfect as on the 
duy it was struck. — Good Words

"He worked in Fenton's pit along of 
me, ami, though wo never hail angry words, 
many and many a day would |uissand nei- 
ther him uor mu would siieak He yvas 
quick, us 1 said, and yvhen lie hadn't lmd 
drink would keep iiisself to hissulf. There 
Was a lass living in those parts then, und 
Fighting Joe was fond of her 1 don't 
know that ho had said much to her, hut 
yve could sue lie was aismt us fond of that 
lass as a lad could well lie 1 know that, 
for mother was living then, and tills lass 
would often lie ix-twoun her house und 
Ours.

The Boston A Wellesley Street Railway 
Company lias filed a formal application 
witli the town authorities of Needham for 
a right of way in that town, from the rail- 
road station to Newton Upper Falls, where 
connection will he made with the Welles- 
ley Boston system, extending through 
the Newtons. 

Unlike many towns, Needham is extend- 
ing a very warm welcome to the company, 
and Ton or son citizens have signed a peti- 
tion asking the street railway company to 
undertake the work, end the town to grant 
the- necessary privileges. This road will 
give Needham transportation facilities not 
only within the town, hut through the 
Newton system of street railways with 
Waltham, Watertown, Cambridge, Brighton 
and Boston. 

Two routes are under consideration, each 
possessing certain advantages. If it were 
not for tlie grade crossing of the New Eng- j 
land railroad the line would probably run | 
over Highland avenue past the Newton 
pumping station, as it is the most direct 
and convenient route obtainable. If au- 
thority to cross the steam railroad at 
grade cannot lie obtained the following 
route will be used, thus avoiding any rail- 
road crossings at grade. Starting at the 
Needham station and going over Highland 
avenue and Hunnewell street, here cross- 
ing above the grade of the New England 
road, Hillside avenue, Webster street and 
Central avenue to the Eliot street bridge 
at Newton Upper Fnlls. 

Witli tli is franchise and that which 1ms 
been obtained in Watertown, between the 
square and the arsenal, the Wellesley & 
Boston system will extend from Needham 
through the Newtons and Watertown to 
the Charles river at Faneuil, and if the 
West End does not build a line to meet it 
there, the plun is to continue on to Union 
square, Brighton. This will give a line of 
about 12 miles in length.

SCHOOL BOARD. 


MONTHLY MEETING WEDNESDAY EVEN- 
ING— TIIK COM. Ml ITEE’S ANNUAL KE- 
J»ORT THE CAUSE OF A LIVELY DIS- 
CUSSION.. 


The school board met in regular session 
Wednesday evening in the old C lull in 
school building at Newtonville. President 
Hollis presided and ten members were 
present. 

A communication was received from the 
city council appropriating $200 additional 
for the removal of High school furniture. 
The same was accepted and placed on file. 

The finance committee, to whom was re- 


mit he given with the exception of the cost | 
of the education of an average High school, I 
grammar, primary and kindergarten 
scholar. He thought the peo.de should lie 
given the greatest amount of information 
possible regarding the cost of the schools 
ami of the average pupil's cost of instruc- 
tion. He thought that an accurate division 
of the di tic rent costs might be made that 
the cost per capita could he obtained. 
There was every reason why the expendi- 
tures should he iriven in the report in 
statistical form. The citizens should he 
given an idea of the expenditures and a 
record kept year after j ear. 

Chairman Hollis said the chair had 
allowed the question considerable latitude. | 
The question was on the acceptance of tin* 
report and not on the criticism of the com- 
mittee's methods. 

Mr. Avery thought that the point should 
he discussed. The details of the report 
should he considered at tills time, he 
thought. If the city was asked for an 
appropriation for the school hoard work it 
should he given an account of the expendi- 
tures. 

Mr. Hale suggested that the report he 
not accepted and referred hack to the com- 
mittee that it might insert these points. 

Mr. Hollis said that the question was not 
the criticism of the committee hut upon 
the acceptance of the report. Dr. Adams 
thought the former the point for discus- 
sion. Mr. Hollis said if tills was the desire 
of all members it could go on. 

Mr. Brackett did' not approve of the 
omission of the expenditure tables. 

Dr. Adams moved that the report he re- 
committed to the committee. It was 
seconded. ■■ 

Mr. Ward was opposed to tills, lie 
thought the report haul been delayed long 
enough and that a prompt issue was am 
essential point. 

Mr. Bond said the committee had nothing 
to keep from the public, ais had been insinu- 
ated. Imt thought tlmt the figures might lie 
misleading. 

At this point Mr. Hollis called Mr. Bond 
to the chair and went to his seat on the 
lioor. He spoke of the committee's work. 
It haul no specific duties. They could bring 
in any sort of a report as they choose. 
’They could deal with what questions they 
choose and were not obliged to furnish 
statistics. They could do so if they 
wished. Demanding these was out of tiie 
question. If the board desired figures they 
could refer to the superintendent or the 
secretary. He never remembered amy such 
action before last year. Going into detaiils 
on figures was unnecessary. 

Mr. Ward contended that the report was 
not satisfactory. It was exceedingly de- 
sirable tlmt every fact should he known. 
He thought that the cost of education in 
the four grades should be known to every 
parent nud child. There had been a dis- 
position on the part of the committee to 
hold hack facts. The utmost publicity 
should be given these and all should be 
published. 

Mr. Fisher said there was no disposition 
on the part of the committee to hold hack 
anything. The question was simply the 
accuracy of the estimated cost or each 
scholar’s tuition. It was a question of the 
wisdom of publishing these figures. 

Mr. Brackett read from the hi, 02 and 63 
reports, which showed that nothing of the 
kind had been done in those years. 

Mr. Hollis said that this was the point he 
was desirous, of bringing out. The com- 
mittee could bring in whatever report they 
choose. He did not think the publication 
of the figures necessary. 

Dr. Adams was allowed to withdraw his 
motion. 

Mr. Ward said he wonhl vote in favor of 
the acceptance of the report if it was un- 
derstood the committee would include the 
figures. 

Mr. Bond said he would be agreeable if 
the last three items were excluded. 

Mr. Ward was willing, and said another 
motion could be made regarding them. 

The motion accepting the committee's re- 
port with the instructions that the figures, 
with the exception of the last three items, 
be embodied in the report. The motion 
was passed. 

Mr. Ward moved that these items, (the 
cost per capita of educating high school, 
grammar and primary, and kindergarten 
scholars) he placed on the superintendent’s 
report. lie spoke at length in favor of it. 

Mrs. Martin thought it unnecessary. It 
would require considerable work and then 
be inaccurate. 

Mr. Avery favored Mr. Ward’s motion. 

After further discussion the motion was 
put and lost by a 5 to 4 vote. 

An order was adopted for the closing of 
the schools from Dec. '.’4th to Jan. 4th. 

An order appropriating $30 for the new 
Adams school furnishing was adopted. 

The sum of $206.55 was transferred from 
the special appropriation to the general, 
and the sum of $600 transferred from the 
general to the incidental expenditure appro- 
priation. 

Martin Walsh, janitor of the Williams 
(Auburndale) school asked for increase of 
salary. His communication was referred 
to the finance committee. 

An order authorizing the printing of 
3500, Ihuo reports was adopted. 

In executive session .Superintendent 
Aldrich was reappointed.

HOUSES GO ItfSANE. 

THE FACT CONFIRMED BY A MAN 
WHO HAS HAD EXPERIENCE. 


Hi* Gives tin* Particular* of Two Canes , 
Wliloh Ho Handled, mill It I,nnl<* M If 
He IVm flight In Declaring flic Anl- 
nulls In (jncstloti Were Insane. 

Insanity among unlnml* is not very 
common, and wo seldom hoar much said j 
(limit It, lmt tlicro is no doubt, tlmt tho 
minds of animals, liko tho minds of hu- 
man beings, heenmo deranged. That ani- 
mals have minds and some of them minds | 
superior to tho minds of so 1110 tnou no ' 
person who is well acquainted with them | 
will dispute. 

My father traded for a flno largo bay 
mare which had boon raised in our neigh- 
borhood, and which wo had often seon at 
work and novor hoard that sho lmd any 
vices. Sho was turned out to pasture for a 
few days, and when my brother and I 
went Into the field with a halter to catch her 
she camo at 11 s on a full run, with oars 
turned hack, mouth wide open, nostrils 
expanded, and eyes glowing like halls of 
fire. She evidently meant murder, and of 
course we jumped tho fence and get out of 
her way. Having provided ourselves with 
clubs, wo returned to tho field, whon sho 
immediately charged upon us as before and 
was only repulsed by tho blows of our 
clubs on her head. Defeated In her purpose 
of trampling us under her feet, she show- 
ed her evil intont by wheeling and kick- 
ing tit us with groat violence. A day or 
two afterward sho appeared guntlo, offered 
no resistance to being caught, was har- 
nessed peaceably, hitched to u wagon be- • 
side anothor horse nnd driven by my father 
across the river on a good smooth ford 
way. She bohavod well until returning 
across the rivor In sight of home nnd near 
the homo shore, when sho suddenly stop- 
ped, and no coaxing or driving could make 
her budgoa step until sho got ready, whloh 
was a full half hour after stopping. 

Not long after I hitch&l her to a buggy 
nnd took my mother and another woman 
to a berry patch about four mllos from 
home. Tho mare behaved as well as any 
horse going out and was put into a stable 
at tho nearest house and fed and watered 
at noon. When wo started for homo at 
night, sho went about 60 rods, suddenly 
stopped amt could not bo started by a word 
or a blow of tho whip. I got out and tried 
to lead her, then tried to mcsmerlzo her by 
petting, patting and stroking her nose and 
neck with my hand. It did no good. The 
more I tried to psychologlzo her the more 
fiendishly sho looked out of her eyes. My 
mother nnd the other woman got out nnd 
walked on toward home. After standing 
about 15 minutes tho mare of hor own ac- 
cord started on a run, and when tho wom- 
en were overtaken nnd I stopped her to let 
them get iuto tho buggy Rhe would not 
start. They got out the second time and 
walked on. This performance of tho mare 
was repeated until tho women got discour- 
aged about riding and wulked home, leav- 
ing mo to got tho mare home as best I 
could. After much trouble and vexation I 
got her home, having made the four miles 
in two hours. 

Balky mare? Perhaps some balky horses 
are crazy. Sho got sick, medicine did 
no good, she lingered about four weeks 
and died. No tears were shod at hor bur- 
ial 

I once bought a span of 8-year-old colts, 
well mntchcd (except ns to color), well 
broken, kind and pleasant to work. When 
full grown, they were tho best horse team 
in tho woods for getting out logs I ever 
saw. They would wade through brush 
heaps and mudholes, climb over rooks and 
old logs almost as patiently and Rteadily 
ns oxen. They grew to bo n large, heavy 
team, strong, resolute and true as stool in 
every place. Up to the ago of 10 years they 
had no vices, but then the mare com- 
menced kicking without any provocation 
when plowing in the spring. Although tiie 
whlffietrees were not allowed to hit her 
heels, she would kick with great violonce 
when turning tho corners. I told tho team- 
ster to hit her a blow with the whip when 
in tho net of kicking. Ho did so, and it 
seemed to break her for tiie time being, 
but he told me afterward that whipping 
made her worse, and ho discontinued it 
Wo managed to use her till spring work 
was done and wo commenced having. As 
I did all t!*n mowing, I know exactly how 
she was hundlod and how sho behaved on 
the machine, 'uio mower was un easy cut- 
ting one, tho knives were sharp, tho grass 
stood up well and tho meadow was smooth. 
Sho had been accustomed to mowing with 
the sumo mate, 011 the same machine, in 
the sumo meadow, ever since she was 4 
years old and had always Itchuvod well, 
but this year from the very first the noise 
of the machine or something else seemed 
to niako her nervous and cross, and in u 
short time after they were hitched up she 
commenced threatening to kick every time 
they turned ut tho eornors. Soon after- 
ward sho would make one vigorous kick 
with both hind feet, and then go on well 
•mougli till making tho next turn, whon 
tho kick would lie repeated. I thought it 
best to pay no attention to her dlsugrce- 
able behavior, and she could not hnvo 
known from anything I said or did that I 
was not pleased with hor conduct. At 
length she showed great mental oxcite- 
meut, carried her eurs baek all tho time, 
her eyes seemed to project further from 
I Iter head, and there were a glare and fierce* 

! ness in their expression which I had never 
I observed before. Without uny pn. 'oration 
I whatever she commenced kicking with 
] great fury and kept It up \\ ithout lnter- 
! mission until she had broken the double 
, whillletree and one of the single ones, and 
j of course I hud to quit mowing, 
j As she had never kicked on a wagon, 

I wecoi^ieueed drawing hay in tho uf ter- 
I noon, uud she behaved very well until she 
j came to tho place hero sho had kicked on 
the machine in tho forenoon, and then she 
kicked with terrific violence until sho hud 
kicked tiie clasp from the whilllctrcu and 
tho whlffietrees from tho wagon and bro- 
ken tho breeching of her harness. When 
her strength was exhausted, she throw her- 
self down over tho wugou tongue under the 
feet of her mate and luy still on her buck, 
feet upward. 

| Shu begun to make decided objections to 
lieiug harnessed atul would sometimes 
kick it off before it could lie buckled. 
What is stranger still, she would kick just 
us hard, if not harder, while the harness 
was being taken off at night as when it 
was put on in tiie morning. From the 
grout chuugu which suddenly took place 
in tier disposition at ail age when horses’ 
habits and principles are supposed to huvo 
become permanently fixed, 1 have no doubt 
thut she was insuuu, with lucid intervals.
